AnionfT  our  telfgrams  this  morning  our 
readers  will  find  a  dispatch  from  Madison, 
Wisconsin,  which,  notwithstanding  it- 
ap[)ar»-ntl}  round  about  source,  seems  ti- 
be  authentic,  and  is  probably  derived  fn^n: 
PopeS  Hi  ad'juarters  at  Milwaukee,  an- 
jjouncin"  that  a  treatv  has  been  made 
with  the  delegation  ot  Chippewa  Chiets 
now  at  Washington  for  the  cession  o( 
reservations  now  occupied  by  them  in  thu 
▼Icinity  of  white  settlements  or  of  terri- 
tory required  for  settlement. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  ^eat  gratifica- 
tion to  the  people  of  Minnesota  to  learn 
that  the  policy  inaugurated  bfl^|^ress, 
upon  their  earnest  dem.and,  ^^^Briding 
for  the  removal  of  the  Sioux  ^^T>'inne- 
bagoes.has  been  so  pronij)tly  followed  by 
the  Department  in  the  ease  of  the  Chip- 
pcwas  ;  and,  though  the  Trcity  does  not 
provide  for  the  expuUion  of  the  tribe 
from  the  State,  it  accomplishes,  we  sup- 
pose, the  object  chiefly  <lesired — their  re- 
moval to  districts  at  a  distance  from  the 
bounds  of  present  or  prospective  settle- 
ment, and,  ii  we  may  venture  to  inter  the 
further  tenor  of  the  treaty  from  obvious 
considerations  of  policy,  we  presume  it 
stipulates  that  the  Indianti  are  to  be  mass- 
ed within  a  definite  area,  where  they  can 
be  placed  under  strict  military  surveil- 
ance.  Little  will  be  gained  by  any  treaty 
as  far  as  the  security  of  our  people  from 
ike  lawless  agressions  of  these  savages 
are  concerned,  which  does  not  provide 
or  contemplati:  aa  adequate  system  ol 
police  restraints. 

If  the  news  is  authentic,  the  treaty,  oi 

course,  will  not  go  into  operation  until  it 
Is  confirmed  by  Congress,  and  in  fact 
there  is  some  doubt  whether  it  will  be 
ratified  at  the  grand  council  fire  of  the 
Objibwas  themselves.

We  have  purposely  withheld  some  news- 
paper accounts  of  the  new  gold  fields  on 
the  sources  of  the  Missouri  river  in  lat- 
itutki  4.!)'*,  until  our  special  correspond- 
ence from  well-known  Minnesotians, could 
verify  or  modify  the  first  statements.  The 
letters  of  Messrs.  Fergus  and  Bond  fur- 
nish such  a  commentary. 

Bannock  i'ity  and  its  vicinity  can  ho 
more  readily  reached  from  St.  I'aul  over- 
land, then  by  the  navigation  of  the  Mis- 
souri river.  Steamers  only  reach  Fort 
Benton,  when  a  land  journey  of  OW  miles 
yet  remains.  Starting  from  Minnesota 
with  teams,  sixty  days  will  bring  a  party 
to  Fort  Benton,  when  the  further  journey 
to  the  sources  of  the  Missouri  can  be  ac- 
complished without  detention  or  expense, 
the  whole  outfit  having  a  greater  value 
than  when  the  journey  commenced. 

Congress  appropriated  last  session  $10,- 
000  for  the  protection  of  an  Overland 
Train  from  Fort  Abercrombie.  We  ex- 
pect to  be  informed  in  a  few  days  of  the 
organization  and  arrangenicntP  for  a  gov- 
ernment escort.

Corrcsp  )ndents  at  Vicksburg  difie! 
widely  in  ojiinion  as  to  whether  the  Yicks- 
burg  canal  will  prove  a  success. 

The  Cairo  correspondents  of  the  Chi- 
cago paperi  .ngree  in  calling  it  a  "splen- 
did success."  Our  telegrams  are  perfectly 
crazy  with  adverbial  and  adjective  enilui- 
siasm  over  the  anticipated  triumphs  which 
our  army  ir  to  win  through  the  agency  ol 
th's  "ragi  ig  canawl."  Per  contra  the 
intelligent  correspondent  of  the  Cincin- 
nati Comm>  rciol  pronounces,  and  always 
has  pronounced  it  a  failure. 

He  says  under  date  of  March  1st : 

I  am  told  l-y  gentlonien,  who  say  thf-y  have  it 
ox  cath'ilra,  that  iteneral  C'raiit  himsc  ir  lian  no 
hone  whatPVT  of  the  iiltiinntc  success  of  the  f  ii- 
nai  project  at  l\\\*  point,  and  I:  mav  he  that  ali  tlic 
di^Riii;;  and  litchiiis  dune  upon  it  thus  far  have 
been  <i''sljfnei1  merely  as  a  preventive  of  enu''i 
atnonj;  the  tr  lopk. 

A  ^team  pump  has  been  endeavoring  ton^movo 
th>>  water  from  tlie  canal,  to enal)le  faliino parties 
to  work  at  Widening;  It,  the  orij:;inulKuap;e  havint; 
I'Pi'n  found altojrether  too  narrow  for  tlie  practi- 
cal piirpost's  >f  navigation.  For  a  we«-k  pa>t, 
how  vcr,  tiic  raiu  has  fallen  into  the  ditcl  niori' 
rapidly  tliaii  lie  pump  has  boi'n  alile  to  throw  it 
out,  and  now  tlie  rivr  is  so  liizh  that  the  labors 
of  the  puinp  lavc  been  susiH'iided  altogether. 

The  aiispic  ous  event  long  lioi>ed  for  I>y  the  im- 
plicit l)elie\erii  in  the  canal  scheme  In-i 
tran.-<pired — !he  Mis.sissippi  has  overflowed  its 
banks.  The  nirrent  of  the  mighty  river  was  tn 
have  «wept  tiirouph  the  ditch  like  a  torrent .d(»ep- 
ening  and  wi  lening  it  to  an  extent  very  damag- 
ing to  the  lie  lire  prospects  of  c«rner-Iot  holders 
in  Vicksburg.  to  say  nothln  ;  of  the  military  strat- 
egv  anil  its  \  ctorious  fruits.  Hnl  the  .Mis>i*.«ippl 
only  ^lugginl  Iv  liarks  into  It  ns  if  it  would  rather 
go  any  place  'Ise  in  the  world.  It  doesn't  "wash" 
the  soil  a  particle — pi'rhap.'i  because  it  is  so  mud- 
dy It  needs  nil^•!ing  itself. 

The  Xenr  York  Timen"  correspondeiit 
of  the  sain  1  date  Is  but  little  more  hope- 
ful. Indct  d.  the  description  which  he, 
in  common  with  others  who  witnessed  it, 
gives  of  tins  stupendous  Yankee  enter- 
prise which  was  to  turn  the  Ml.ssisslppi 
from  Its  CO  irse  to  clean  outVicksbiirg  as 
easily  as  Hercules  turned  the  livers  \\- 
pheus  and  I'eneub  through  the  stables  ol 
Augeas — if  rather  calculated  to  take  down 
our  self  complacency  a  peg  or  two.  JIc 
says : 

When  I  led  it  in  July  last.  It  wa»  only  a  muddy 
little  ditch,  fhrough  which  no  water  ran.  and 
throueh  whli  h  not  even  aiiklff  had  "ror  j^as^ed: 
and  tnnngh  the  water  Is  high  and  is  willing  to 
run  in  ulinDft  anv  place,  the  canil  ix  not  much 
more  nowtlen  it  whs  then.  Considering  that  th.- 
digging  of  this  canal  has  l)i>cn  almost  the  only 
oceupation  o  '  the  artny  since  it  came  down  here, 
a  groat  "l«al  I 'f  labor  taunt  have  been  expended 
upon  it,  but  the  resnltof  all  the  labor  certainl;r 
does  not  make  a  very  imposing  effect.  Even  if 
the  water  »h'>iild  not  riio  *o  as  to  oblige  the  aii»- 
pension  of  alt  work  upon  It,  it  will  take  weeks  or 
even  a  montli  before  It  will  be  completed. 

If,  however,  it  is  completed  according  to  the 
present  plan  there  Is  little  doubt  hut  that  it  will 
prove  a  sue  *S8  in  so  far  that  it  will  allow  the 
passigp  of  steamers  during  the  present  high  wa- 
ter, but  not  f  the  river  f^hould  fall.  As  for  di- 
Torting  the  (  ourr-e  of  the  whole  river  from  Vicks- 
burg,  tlie  idi  1  is  a  fallacy.

We  publish  a  full  synopsis  of  what  is 
justly  regarded  tlie  most  important  docu- 
ment that  has  been  published  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  during  tiie  war — the  Federal 
Conscription  bill. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  this  act  is  a 
y^ty  different  instrument  from  the  Con- 
scription law  now  in  force  here.  It  b  not 
framed  upon  our  plan,  but  w  a  strict  cop> 
of  the  French,  Sutiinian,  and  other  Euro- 
pean conscriptions.  The  draft  on  tbe 
Eopnlation  is  much  less  general  than  tliat 
y  our  law,  and  will  produce  fewer  re- 
cruits to  the  army  in  proportion  to  the 
numbers  of  the  inhabitants.  The  princi- 
ple of  the  Southern  law  Is  that  every  man 
shall  be  placed  in  the  position  where  he 
can  most  effectively  serve  the  country  and 
aid  the  war.  Hence  it  exempts  only 
those  engaged  in  certain  industrial  pur- 
suits, the  continuation  of  which  are  indi?- 
pensible  to  the  subsistence  of  the  anr^, 
the  support  of  the  Government  in  its  k- 
gilimate  functions,  and  those  fundamen- 
tal operations  of  social  existence  on  whioh 
both  depend.  These  classes  are  limitci. 
But  the  Northern  law  of  exemption  is 
founded  on  various  social  distinctions,  in- 
cluding great  numbers,  even  If  strictly 
interpreted,  and  which  admit  of  alrao..-t 
unlimited  stretching. 

The  true  meaning  of  the  law  is  to  be 
found  in  those  clauses  which  relate  to  tlut 
return  of  men  and  ofliccrs  now  absent 
from  that  vast  army,  existing  on  the  pay 
rolls,  of  more  than  one  million  of  men. 
The  law  does  not  seem  intended  to  in- 
crease the  numerical  force  of  the  United 
States  (already  larger  than  that  countr\- 
or  any  other  can  long  maintain)  nor  wi]  I 
do  so.  Its  object  seems  to  be,  first,  to 
prevenf  the  men  whose  term  of  enlist- 
ment has  expired  from  leaving  the  ranks 
in  May.  Second,  to  enable  Lincoln  to 
make  such  future  drafts  on  the  people  as 
the  was"e  of  war  may  render  necessary, 
and  to  carry  on  the  war  without  the  as- 
sistance of  the  new  Congress  now  about 
to  enter  on  its  term,  and  in  defiance  of  a 
majority  of  the  people  who  desire  a  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities.  These  objects  tbe  law 
will  certainly  accomplish. 

It  is  calculated  to  provoke  great  re- 
sistance from  the  people  of  the  State;*. 
We  cannot  now  estimate  the  power,  ex  - 
tent  or  results  of  the  discontent  and  op- 
position. But  we  fear  those  who  suppo&e. 
that  this  opposition  will  render  the  law 
inoperative,  and  end  in  a  revolution,  mis- 
take the  present  condition  of  the  North. 
It  has  been  justly  remarked  that  they  as» 
sume  the  people  of  that  country  to  be 
now  what  they  formerly  were,  and  guagu 
their  spirit  and  determination  by  the  sen- 
timent which  still  prevails  among  our- 
selves. They  do  not  realize  the  fact  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  .States  has 
congealed  into  a  despotism,  and  that  its 
inhabitants  have  actually  sunk  down  into 
the  characteristics  of  abject,  trembling 
and  undenying  slaves.  It  is  the  part  of 
reason  to  anticipate  the  triumph  of  Lin- 
coln and  the  entire  execution  of  the  lav^ . 
Nor  need  we  stand  appalled  at  its  proba- 
ble consequences.  The  Southern  gov- 
ernment need  only  enforce  in  all  the  .State« 
the  Conscription  law  now  existing,  to 
procure  such  addition  to  its  present  army, 
that  it  will  not  onlv  be  as  great  as  the 
country  can  maintain,  or  as  any  generals 
are  capable  of  manoeuvering ;  but  abund- 
antly sufficient  to  meet  at  all  points  every 
force  that  the  Northern  conscription  will 
send  to  the  field.

— Where<is,  The  follow- 
ing negroes  and  one  mulatto  man  were, 
on  the  .Oth  and  6th  days  of  F^bruarv, 
1863,  tried  before  the  nndersigned,  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  within  and  for  Han- 
cock Co.,  111.,  on  a  charge  of  high  miis- 
demeanor,  having  come  into  this  Stall? 
and  county,  and  remaining  therein  for 
ten  days  or  more,  with  the  evident  inten- 
tion ol  residing  in  this  State,  and  were 
found  guilty  by  a  Jury,  and  were  eat^ 
severally  fined  in  the  sum  of  .^0,  and  Uie 
judgment  was  rendered  against  said  ne- 
groes and  mulatto  man,  for  $.50  fine  each, 
and  costs  of  suit,  whieh  fines  and  costs 
are  annexed  opposite  to  each  pame,  to- 
wit :

When  Hell  there,  December  the  fourth, 
the  miners   had  bought    their  winter  sup- 
plies, anil  paid  lor  it  at  high  prices.  Flour 
was   worth  Jft30.l>0  per  hundred  weight, 
colleeALJ.'),   tea  Ji*  LOO,   molasses  !«*H.(M) 
per  gallon,  beef  V2  to  L'jc  per  lb.,  tobacco 
5S4.W  per  lb.  boots  -SlH.OO  per  pair.  And 
other  things  in  the  same  ratio,  1  In;  weath- 
er was  jileasanf — cold   nights   and  warm 
days.     Horn*:  miners  not  so  avaricious,  or 
not  quite  as   successful  as   some  of   I  heir 
neighbors,  were  working  about  six  hours 
per*  day.     The  pppulati(m   of   Bannack 
City,  when  I  left  was   estimated  at  eight 
hundred,  about  thirty  of  this  number  were 
females,  a  few  children,   and  the  b.alance 
miners,  mechanie-,  traders  and  gamblers. 
There  were  about  three  hundred  cabins 
built,  among  thein  was   one,  intended  for 
a  tlxatre  which  was  not  quite  completed. 
The  following   gives  .«till  further  par- 
ticulars ol  tlu;  geography  ;»iid  I'^inpralogy 
of  this  new  gold  district : 

'^Bannock  City  is  located  in  (iraaghop- 
per  gulch,  a  tributary-  to  Beaver  1  lead  or 
.JelUrson  Fork  of  the  Missoun  livj^r,  and 
is  about  400  miles  north  of  Salt  Lake: 
450  miles  a  little  south  of  east  form  Fort 
Walla  Walla,  and  HW  miles  southwest 
of  Fort  Benti^n.  At  present  our  mail 
facilities  are  pretty  well  cnfc  off  from  aU 
the  world  and  the  "  rest  of  mankind. " 
The  .Snakes  and  Bannocks  join  us  on  the 
south,  the  J'cnd  IVOrcillea  on  the  west, 
the  Flatheads  on  th.-  iiorth,  and  the  Black- 
feet  on  the  east.  The  Flatheads  arc  very 
friendly,  the  Fend  D'Oreilles  and  Black- 
feet  are  on  the  steal,  and  the  Snakes  and 
Bannoekk;  aieUe^vy  on  the  shoot,  "yon 
bet  your  life." 

Our  Gulch  contains  about  one  thousand 
inhabitants  and  nearly  all  are  doing  well, 
making  from  five  to  fifty  dollars  per  day 
to  the  hand,  in  lavorabh*  weather.  Even 
^t  present,  some  are  making  twenty  dol- 
lars jier  day ;  rocking  a  little  in  the  after- 
noon. In  some  instances  as  high  a^  fifty 
dollars  have  been  washed  out  of'  one  pan. 
.V  few  very  rich  quartz  lodes  have  also 
been  struck  lately.  The  DakoUh  lode  is 
paying  on  tlic  discovery  about  eight  dol- 
lars to  the  pan  of  dirt,  taken  from  »cave 
to  which  no  limits  have  as  yet  been  found. 
SriecimeiiB  of  quartz  arc^found  cnercd 
with  gold.  The  quartz  will  be  easy  to 
crush,  but  so  far,  we  have  no  m.achinerj 
to  crush  it  with.  It  would  naturally  be 
supposct}  that  this  country  is  very  cold  in 
winter,  but  it  has  proved  otherwise  so  far. 
A  little  gnleh  mining  is  still  done  nearly 
every  day.  The  ground  is  bare  of  snow. 
Other  mines  have  also  been  struck  in 
this  vicinity,  and  it  is  supposed  from  all 
indications  that  this  whole  dividhig  range 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  waters  abounds 
in  goM-  The  boys  have  started  a  pony 
express  between  here  and  Salt  Lake.

Mr.  Ilagg.ard,  of  Haggard's  Fort  I>en- 
ton  Express,  gives  us  the  following  inter- 
esting news  from  the  country  cast  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains. 

Mr.  H,  left  Fort  Benton  on  the  2ath  of 
October,  and  came  by  way  of  the  Prickly 
Pear  and  Beaver  Head  Mines,  thence  to 
tho  Bitter  Root  Valley  and  via  the  Coenr 
•r  Alene  mission  to  this  city — making  a 
distance  in  the  whole  trip  ol  r,)7G  miles 
in  37  days.  He  contradicts  the  state- 
ment that  he  or  any  other  man  has  been 
scalped  by  the  Indians,  e.a,st  of  the  moun- 
tains this  fall  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Indians,  including  the  Bannocks,  mani- 
fest an  entirely  peaceable  disposition. 

Col.  Andrew  Dawson,  of  Fort  Benton, 
is  making  arrangements  to  put  on  a  line 
of  Bpven  steamers  from  .St.  Louis  to  Fort 
Benton  as  s  Jon  as  navigation  opens  in 
the  spring,  .and  Ilarkiiess  &  Co.,  a^  Fort 
La  Barge  will  put  on  five  steamers  to  run 
from  Benton  to  that  point.  It  is  believed 
that  boats  can  navigate  the  Missouri  to 
within  one  hundred  and  firtv  miles  of  the 
Beaver  Head  mines. 

The  miners  at  Be.avcr  Head  had  uia<le 
a  treaty  with  the  Bannock  and  Snake  In- 
dians. About  five  hundred  warriors  were 
present  at  the  i-omuil,  and  the  most 
friendly  feeling  seemed  to  pervade  the  as- 
sembljige,  and  the  Indians  expnjsscd 
themselves  entirely  satisfied  that  the 
whites  should  couie  into  the  country  and 
work  the  mines  anil  trade  with  them— 
objecting  only  to  having  their  lands  taken 
up  for  permanent  settlement,  This  will, 
of  course,  in  time  breed  discord,  but  jier- 
haps  not  until  the  whites  get  into  the 
country  in  sullicient  numbers  to  protect 
themselves,  from  ?erIous  trouble  on  ac- 
count of  Indian  depredations.  The  val- 
leys along  all  the  rivers  on  the  eastern 
side  are  descrilje*!  as  fine  agricultural  dis- 
tricts, and  if  the  mines  prove  what  we 
haTC  every  reason  to  believe  them  to  be, 
these  lands  will  be  occupied  for  agricul- 
tural jmrposes.  The  few  mountaineers 
who  hafc  occupied  lands  there  have  uni- 
formlv  8ucceede<l  in  raising  line  crops, 

Dr,'  Atkinson  lately  went  out  on  a  pros- 
pecting tour  on  the  Saskatchewan  river, 
some  distance  to  the  north  of  Fort  Ben- 
ton, and  found  prospects  whieh  he  thinks 
will  warrant  him  in  returning  there  to 
mine  next  season.  The  Dr.  also  found 
gold  on  manv  other  streams  iu  his  jour- 
ney north,  but  the  best  prospects  were 
found  on  a  tributary  of  the  South  Sas- 
katchewan. 

The  miners  of  Bitter  Root  and  Hell- 
gate  have  rfparly  all  left  for  Beaver 
Head, 

The  farmers  of  Bitter  Root  vallev  aro 
making  great  prcpar&tions  to  be  able  to 
supply  the  miners  on  the  eastern  side 
with  provisions  next  season.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  wheat  crop 
of  I'sOl  was  comparatively  a  failure — tl.e 
product  falling  censldcrably.  below  tl.e 
previous  year — and  the  yield  per  acre 
but  13.8  bushels,  or  about  33  per  cent. 
below  the  standard  of  previou.s  years. 
The  blight  of  ISGl  appeared  to  be  the 
result  of  intense  humid  heats,  which  pre- 
%  ailed  for  a  few  days  in  midsum- 
mer, and  which,  though  of  ran' 
occurrence  in  this  climate,  still 
shows  that  our  atmosphere  is  not  entirely 
exempt  from  the  possible  conjunction  of 
those  conditions  of  heat  and  moisture 
^yhich  are  so  destructive  to  the  wheat  crop 
in  the  more  southern  States  of  the  ilis- 
sissippi  valley. 

Perhaps  no  belter  proof  of  the  extra- 
ordinary adaptation  of  our  soil  and 
climate  to  the  culture  of  wheat  can  be  ad- 
duced than  that  the  crop  of  l.StJl  which, 
*  irith  an  average  yudd  of  13  .b"  bu.shels 
per  acre,  w.as  regarded  here  "as  a  failure, " 
irould  have  been  considered  in  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Illinois  or 
Iowa,  as  a  fir.st  rate  crop,  considerably 
above  the  established  average  of  produc- 
tion in  those  States. 

The  average  wheat  yield  of  Ohio  for 
the  last  ten  years  has  been  but  l"2i  bush- 
els per  acre;  Illinois  from  year  to  year 
(see  report  of  Commissioner  ot  Statistics 
for  1861)  produces  but  about  eight  bush- 
els per  acre;  Iowa  oscillates  from  IJ  to 
H  bushels,  and  so  of  all  the  central  belt 
of  States.

T.'xas  and  California  a  little  more  jhan 
two :  and  the  population  in  the  Territo- 
ries not  yet  organized  under  State  gov- 
ernments, is  mert-ly  nominal  in  propor- 
tion to  their  extent. 

Should  our  country  continue  to  Increase 
at  the  rate  of  its  progress  up  to  18G1,  it 
would  not  before  the  year  192.'>  attain  the 
dcn.«itv  of  popuLation  ccjual  to  that  of  the 
Old  World.  Including  the  great  western 
valley  of  the  Mississippi,  we  have  a  terri- 
tory more  fertile  than  that  of  Europe,  and 
better  capable  of  supporting  in  comfort  a 
population  equally  numerous  in  propor- 
tion to  our  territory.  We  should  then 
number -'17, lS(',.t:iO(\ 

The  increase  in  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Midtlle  States  has  been  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-five  per  cent.,  during  the  last  de- 
cade, while  that  of  the  Northwestern 
group  has  been  one  hundred  per  cent. 
It  is  to  the  less  populous  States,  and  to 
the  Territories,  that  the  influx  of  Immi- 
grants can  be  best  directed,  alike  as  re- 
gards their  own  welfare  and  prosperity 
and  the  benefits  they  will  confer  on  a  na- 
tion. The  growth  of  these  States  repre- 
sent the  reclamatlou  of  new  lands  from 
the  waste  fore.^t  and  prairies,  to  be  a  pos- 
session for  civilized  man  forever.  It  In- 
dicates the  ilevelopment  of  mining,  agri- 
cultural, and  pastoral  wealth  out  of  the 
natural  riches  provided  for  tfce  use  and 
enjoyment  of  man,  but  yet  chiefly  unap- 
propriated. The  increase  In  the  popula- 
tion of  these  States  is  directly  due.  in  a 
great  degree,  to  the  settlement  of  immi- 
grants :  and  the  whole  population  of  In- 
diana, Illinois.  Michigan,  Iowa,  Minne- 
sota, and  Kansas  added  together,  ex- 
ceeds only  by  one  tenth  the  number  of 
foreign  passengers  to  this  country  since 
l!Sl'J,  to  say  nothing  of  their  Increase 
by  the  ordinary  laws  of  population. 

The  advantages  offered  to  the  uniul- 
grant  are  greater  than  In  the  earlier  pe- 
riods of  our  history.  The  prairie  land 
of  the  west,  yet  unocctipled  and  ready  for 
his  labor  and  ownership,  Is  more  fertile, 
and  far  more  easily  brought  under  culti- 
vation than  the  laud  of  the  Atlantic 
States.  Instead  of  the  .arduous  toil  of 
clearinir  awav  the  forest  with  the  a.xe,  the 
patient  oxen  and  horses,  harnessed  to  the 
plow  and  guided  by  the  hand  of  vaxn, 
sufllcc  to  bring  the  willing  soil  under  the 
subjection  of  agriculture  and  civilization. 
In  the  Northwest  a  bracing  climate  sus- 
tains the  energy  of  the  laborer.  The 
peculiar  dryness  and  purity  of  the  atmos- 
phere of  Minnesota  renders  that  region 
especially  favorable  to  the  enjoyment  of 
vigorous  life. 

The  "Homestead  bill"  of  May  20, 
1802,  evinces  the  desire  of  the  western 
States,  and  of  the  nation,  to  maintain  a 
wise  and  liberal  policy  towards  the  actual 
settler  on  the  public  land  ;  and  provides 
that  he  may  secure  a  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  free  from  all  debts  previously  con- 


dvlpkla.

R.  Doolittle  of  Wisconsin,  Gov.  Andrew 
Johnson  of  Tennessee,  Hon,  Hendrick 
P..  Wright  of  Pennsylvania,  a  Douglas 
Democratic  Representative  in  the  last 
Congress ;  Senator  Wright  of  Indiana, 
Hon.  Benjamin  H.  Brewster  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  Democrat  of  the  strictest  school, 
and  Hon.  C.  S.  Cooper  of  Virginia.  Two 
meetings  were  held — one  In  the  Music 
Hall,  and  tho  other  outside.

It  is  proper  that  the  people  living  in 
the  counties  bordering  on  the  Ohio  River 
should  understand  the  infamous  plot  con- 
cocted in  the  late  Legislature  by  which 
they  were  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  Kentucky 
guerillas. 

In  the  month  of  December  the  Govern- 
or stationed  ten  companies  of  the  fith 
Indiana  Cavalry  at  convenient  points  on 
the  Ohio  River  to  protect  the  State  from 
Invasion  by  Kentucky  guerrillas.  A  reso- 
lution, prepared  by  Mr.  NIblack,  passed 
the  House  calling  upon  the  Governor  to 
withdraw  such  portion  of  the  5th  Cavalry 
as  was  stationed  In  Spencer  county,  and 
declaring  that  the  Legion  of  that  part  of 
the  State  was  sufficient  for  its  protection.

The  argument  by  which  this  was  en- 
forced was,  that  the  Legion  was  entirely 
sufficient  to  protect  the  counties  from  all 
Tiolence  at  the  hands  of  the  Kentucky 
guerrillas,  and  alleging  that  the  presence 
of  the  5th  cavalry  was  a  source  of  irrita- 
tion among  the  people  where  they  were 
stationed.  The  5th  cav.alry  being  greatlj- 
needed  in  the  field,  and  in  pursuance  of  a 
request  upon  the  part  of  Major  General 
Wright,  the  Governor  thereupon  ordered 
them  to  Kentucky. 

At  that  time  the  Military  bill  had  been 
brought  into  the  House,  but  It  was  de- 
clared by  the  Democratic  leaders  gener- 
ally that  it  would  not  pass  and  should  go 
no  further.  On  the  '2.)th  of  February, 
seven  days  after  this  transaction,  the 
Military  bill  was  suddenly  brought  for- 
ward, read  a  second  time  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed  by  a  strict  party  vote,  and 
would  have  been  passed  immeiliately  had 
not  the  Union  members  withdrawn. 

Every  member  of  the  House  who  signed 
the  application  to  withdraw  the  5th  cavaly 
voted  for  the  engrossment  of  the  bill. 
The  29tli  section  ol  that  bill  repealed  the 
Legion  law  revoking  all  commissions  and 
dissolving  all  companies  under  that  law. 
The  22d  section  reuuired  the  Assistant 
Quartermaster  on  the  staff  of  a  Major 
General  to  disarm  cverj'  milit.ary  organ- 
ization in  the  State,  call  in  all  the  arms 
and  hold  them  in  his  possession,  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  Attorney  General, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of 
State.     That  part  of  the  section  reads  as 

follows : 

"  And  should  any  difficulty  arise  In  the  collec- 
tion of  such  arras,  accoutrements,  or  munitions, 
the  Major  General,  or  any  member  of  his  staff, 
may  replevy  the  same,  in  the  name  and  on  belialf 
of  the  .State  of  Indiana.  The  arms,  accontreraen'  s 
and  munitions  beiottging  to  the  State,  xhall  be 
kept  in  good  order,  and  in  a  safe  place,  by  the 
said  AssiitUnt  (Juartermaster  Gene'al,  and  is.'tued 
by  him  in  accordance  with  tho  dirrc  ions  of  the 
officers  of  State  ;  the  expcnso  thereof,  on  account 
rendered  and  verified  by  sffldavit,  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  State  Tnjasury  on  tlie  warrant  of  tiic 
Auditor.". 

The  dimensions  of  the  plot  can  now  bo 
seen.  First,  the  cavalrjr  were  to  be 
withdrawn ;  then  the  legion  was  to  be 
disarmed  and  tne  arms  carried  off  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  company ;  and  thus  all  the- 
military  force  would  be  removed  by 
which  the  Incurtions  of  the  Kentucky 
rebels  could  be  repelled,  and  the  people 
would  be  left  helpless  before  their  enemies. 
It  has  been  said  m  circles  here  since  the 
Legislature  has  been  in  session,  that  the 
time  had  come  when  Democrats  bad 
nothing  to  fear  from  a  rebel  inva- 
sion ;  that  their  persons  and  property 
would  now  be  scrupulously  respected, 
and  that  robbery  and  murder  would 
fall  only  upon  the  property  and  persoiis 
of  Union  citizens.  In  the  light  of  this 
suggestion  we  can  read  the  history  of  the 
infernal  plot.  The  evidence  is  upon  the 
record,  and  is  conclusive,  and  we  ask  the 
people  of  the  border  counties  what  they 
thinK  of  the  plot  and  plotters  ?  What 
do  they  think  of  the  men  who  can  deliber- 
ately conspire  to  expose  a  part  of  their 
fellow  citizens  to  robber)'  and  murder  .by 
withdrawing  from  them  all  protection 
while  their  ferocious  enemies  are  standing 
impatiently  upon  the  opposite  shore  of 
the  river,  awaiting  the  hour  when  they 
can  cross  in  safetv  ?

SiTFOLK,  3Iarch  17. 
{JlcrahVs  dispairJi,)— At  one  o'clock 
this  morning  two  sections  of  Capt.  Davis' 
7th  Massachusetts  battery,  and  the  11th 
Pennsylvania  cavalry  were  dispatched  by 
Gen.  Brent  under  command  of  Colonel 
Spear,  to  attack  the  enemy  in  their  en- 
trenchments this  side  of  Blackwater,  op- 
posite Franklin. 

We  were  to  make  an  attack  at  day- 
light, but  owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the 
roads,  found  It  Impossible  to  do  so  until 
1)  o'clock  A.  M.  Small  arms,  heavy  guns 
and  cavalrj'  were  used  on  both  sides. 

The  fight  lasted  nearly  .<tn  hour,  and 
was  bold  and  spirited  In  Its  character. 
Two  separate  cavalry-  charges  we.e  made 
on  the  fortifications. 

These  were  found  to  be  literally  lined 
with  infantrj',  who  poured  a  deadly  fire 
into  our  ranks,  wounding  iiiauy  In  the 
first  charge,  which  was  made  by  Major 
Stratton. 

The  Major  was  wouiided  in  the  shoul- 
der. The  second  charge  was  conducted 
by  Major  Corinor,  who  took  the  men  up 
and  down  In  front  of  the  fortifications  to 
try  and  jump  a  ditch,  but  the  movement 
was  soon  found  to  be  impracticable. 

The  enemy  opposed  us  bravely,  and 
sent  a  force  of  infantry  and  cavalry  to 
the  right  and  left  of  our  position,  in  order 
to  try  and  outflank  us,  but  with  little  show 
of  success. 

When  your  correspondent  left  the  field, 
the  fight  had  not  terminated.  The  enemy 
were  strongly  entrenched  behind  well 
constructed  fortifications  and  earthworks. 
The  cavalry  charges  were  of  the  most 
dashing  bravery  ever  witnessed. 

General  Jenkins,  of  South  Carolina, 
commanded  the  rebel  forces. 

Reinforcements  are  daily  being  sent  to 
defend  and  prevent  the  passage  of  the 
Blackwater  by  Union  troops. 

The  rebels  are  strongly  of  the   opinion 

that  we  will  soon  move  from  this  direction 

and  are  making  preparations  accordingly. 

We  took  some  prisoners,  among   them 

some  wounded  ones.

A  most  rcspcotabltj  and  Intelligent 
lady  from  the  interior  of  North  Caiolina 
spent  a  day  in  our  city  last  week,  undt^r 
the  tollowing  circumstances : 
Her  husband,  a  Union  man.  hft  his  home 
at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  w«nt  to 
Minnesota.  She  Lwt  heard  Irom  him  at 
Winona.  IIavin;j.anonly  chiblthre*'  years 
old,  and  not  wishing  longer  to  rtmain  in 
the  Southern  Conlclerary.  the  wile,  in 
company  with  .an  aged  family,  also  wish- 
inf  to  conic  Xortb,  startcil  on  the  tirst 
Monday  in  January.  They  traveitd  in 
a  lumber  wairon.  dr.iwn  by  rickety  old 
horses,  from  Ja'.iiostown  to  Raleigh  and 
from  Raleigh  to  Rii-hmond. 

At  Richmond  they  were  am;steil  and 
detained  seven  days.  They  were  exam- 
ined with  the  greatest  rigor,  and  deprived 
of  everything  valualde  upon  their  persons 
or  in  tlieir  wanlrobe.  Th>'  lady  in  ques- 
tion w?.s  not  only  robbo<l  of  her  money 
by  Southern  oflictr?,  under  the  orders  of 
Jeff.  Davis,  but  of  her  watch,  a  precious 
keepsake,  of  several  pieces  of  silver 
pla'e.  inherited  from  a  deceased  noother, 
and  of  hfr  most  valuable  dresses. 
These  Confederate  rol'bers  also  took 
from  h«r  the  likeness  of  her  husband  and 
friends,  and  even  letters  from  a  Southern 
Masonic  Lod^e,  identifying  hir  as  the 
wife  ol  a  Mason. 

Whea  they  had  extorted  all  the  plun- 
der  they  could,  the  rebel  authorities  al- 
low*'d  the  forlorn  party  to  proceed  to 
the  Rappahannock,  where  they  crossed 
tfithin  "our  lines.  At  Arjuia  Oreek  titey 
p.irted  with  their  team  and  took  the  boat 
lor  Washington,  whence  thty  proceeded 
westward.  Fortimately  tlioy  had  been 
able  to  con«>\il  a  little  gold  and  silver  in 
the  old  harness  wliich  tugged  them  thro" 
the  mud  cf  Virginia,  so  that  evi-n  the 
shrewilest  rebel  authoritie'^  passed  it  over. 
With  th.ise  funds  tliev  wero  cn.abled  to 
travel  on,  leaehiug  a  land  of  law  and 
freedom. 

The  lady  in  .piestion  had  tak<^n  her 
passaj:e  from  ('hieago  to  Dunleitb,  on 
the  Galena  road,  and  when  about  raid- 
way  on  her  pass.itie,  .^he  fell  in  with  a 
gentleman  from  Winona  who  knew  her 
husband,  and  informed  her  that  instead 
of  now  being  in  Minnesota  he  was  a 
Union  soldier,  woumled  and  sick  at  camp 
Dennison.  Ohio.  He  enlisted  last  sum- 
mer and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Richmond  Kentucky.  This  gentleman 
had  come  from  cam[>  Dennison  with  an 
invalid  «on,  a  late  companion  in  arms 
with  the  brave  and  loyal  North  Caroli- 
nian. 

Forty -eight  hours  before  he  had  receiv- 
ed messajjes  to  transmit  to  this  ver\-  la- 
dy,  with  specific  name  and  address,  in 
case  the  husban.!  should  die  before  the 
■war  is  over. 

On  this  remarkable  idenification,  the 
laily,  with  her  child,  stopped  at  Rockford, 
made  herself  properl}-  known,  and  a 
few  friends  had  the  plea.iure  of  furnish- 
in(;  her  with  means  of  returning  to  Camp 
Dennison. 

This  case  illustrates  the  painful  vicissi- 
tudes through  which  many  of  our  South- 
em  friends  of  the  Union  are  passing  at 
this  very  hour.  Families  are  separated 
by  force,  and  remorselessly  robbed,  and 
yet  endure  all  this  with  joy  if  they  can 
escape  with  their  lives  from  the  wicked 
oligarchy  ot  the  slaveocrats.

the  greater  oortlon  of  which  remains  unpaid  nc- 
conling  to  .lieterins  of  said  tr»>a.y  stipula.ions  : 
and  whereas  during  the  past  year  the  aforesaid 
bands  of  Indians  made  an  unprovoked,  aggres- 
sive, and  most  savage  war  u|>on  the  IJuited 
States,  and  n)aBsacre<la  large  number  of  men, 
woman,  and  children,  within  the  State  of  Minne- 
fota,  and  destroyed  and  damaged  a  large  amount

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said 
Commissioners,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  sikIi,  shall  give  bonds  in 
the  usual  form  to  the  Uiited  States,  in  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  each,  with  good  and 
sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Treasury,  faithfully  to  discharge  their 
duties  88  such,  and  to  account  for  any  money 
whidi  may  come  into  their  bauds.

The  fact  of  the  indigence  of  the  patient  must 
be  certilied  to  under  seal  by  the  County  Auditor, 
or  by  some  town  or  county  ofllcer  having  charge 
f  the  poor.

THE    PROPOSKP   K.\ILUO.\D    BRIDGE. 

We  casually  mentioned,  a  day  or  two 
since,  that  surveyors  were  at  work  pros- 
pecting line^  tor  the  connections  bt- tween 
the  Superior  Railroad,  and  tiie.  Minncap 
olis  and  Cedar  ^'alley  Road.  Wo  are 
now  able,  through  the  politeness  of  Gates 
A.  Jounson.  L-q..  and  other  engineers 
who  have  the  matter  in  hand,  to  give  f  orae 
aiore  defir.it;'  iniorniatioii  concerning  the 
survevs  already  ma.!*^,  having  examined 
the  plats,  maps,  proSle-s.  &c..  drawn  from 
the  same.

Cedar  Vallcv  road,  so    that  sbipmonts  ol 


gi*ods,  grain,  or  merchandise  of  any  kind 
caa  be  unloaded  without  ditficnlty  from 
the  cars  to  either  the  down  river  boats, 
or  those  of  the  Minnesota  l'ack>;t  lines. 
The  track  commence^  a'>ont  the  foot  of 
St.  Peter  street  on  tlie  levee,  and  runs 
in  almost  a  straight  line  to  a  point  near 
••  the  C:iYo,"  above  A.  Vance  Brown's 
villa,  whence  it  crosses  the  Mississippi 
River  by  a  splendid  bridge,  and  reaching 
the  heights  opposite,  about  half  way  to 
Mcndota.  strikes  into  the  Minneapolis 
and  Cedar  Valley  road  about  three  miles 
irom  the  river,  at  a  place  called  O'Neill's. 
It  may  be  supposed  that  the  grade  from 
the  levee  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  near  the 
Cave,  would  be  quite  a  steep  one.  On 
the  <  ontrary,  we  are  assured  by  the  en- 
gineers in  charge,  that  the  grade  is  a  mod- 
erate one,  not  being  above  10  feet  to  the 
mile.  In  railroad  engineering,  sixty  feet 
ia  coniidered  adraissable,  and  in  extreme 
cues,  one  hundred  feet  to  the  mile  is  a 
possible  grade.  On  the  Minnesota  & 
Pacific  road  there  are  some  of  SO  ;  so  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  levee  branch  track 
would  not  be  an  impossibility  on  account 
of  its  gradient. 

The  proposed  connection  with  the  Su- 
perior Railroad,  which  approaches  the 
citj  on  the  summit  of  the  high  bluffs  to 
the  east,  is  a  matter  of  much  interi'st,  and 
one  to  which  much  engineering  skill  has 
been  directed.  On  a  proper  connection 
with  this  road  depends  a  great  deal  of  the 
future  success  of  both  that  and  the  Cedar 
Valley  road.  There  are  local  interefcta, 
too,  to  be  considered,  of  much  moment 
to  our  city  and  its  trade,  and  there  are 
but  few  of  our  citizens  who  will  not  be 
glad  to  hear  that  an  unbroken  connection 
is  a  posaibility — nay,  an  actuality,  want- 
iog  only  time  to  unfold  and  develop. 

The  track  already  jurveyed  deflect* 
from  the  Levee  near  the  bridge,  and  tun- 
nels under  the  blufi*  in  the  direction  of  the 
Merchants'  Hotel,  near  where,  emerging 
into  daylight  again,  it  pursues  the  edge 
ot  the  bluff  towards  the  gas  works,  and 
runs  in  a  direct  line  to  the  lower  end  of 
8«venth  street,  with  a  slightly  ascending 
grade.  It  crosses  the  track  of  the  Min- 
Bcaota  and  Pacific  Railroad  by  a  bridge 
lome  twenty  or  thirty  feet  above  the  lat- 
ter, and  gaining  the  table  land  beyond 
the  Trout  Brook,  strikes  into  the  Supe- 
rior road  at  Pbalon's  Lake.  This  connec- 
tion, though  a  feasible  one,  is  open  to 
aianj  objections,  and  considering  the  ex- 
pense, the  difficulty  of  tunnelling,  and 
the  other  natural  obstructions  to  be  ob' 
Tiated,  the  v'>ompaDy  have  a  more  practi- 
cable connection  in  view,  as  follows: 
Leave  the  main  track  at  the  pruposed 
bridge  near  the  Cave,  and  running  out 
towards  the  bluff,  strike  eastward  down 
(or  parallel  to)  Pleasant  street,  and  bag- 
jiag  the  edge  of  the  Muff  back  of  Eler- 


Panl  to  loan  its  credi'  to  aid  in  the  build- 
ing of  a  railroad  briitge  across  the    Mis- 
sissippi."    In  pursua  ice  of  this  act,   the 
location  of  the  proposed  bridge  has  been 
fixed,  as   we  obsrrv.  d   al>ove,    near  the 
Cave,  about  a  mile  a^ove  the  city.     The 
location    was    made    aftt^r    a    long    and 
thorouirh  txaminatjoii  of  all  points  along 
the  river  from  Pig's  Tyo  to  Fort  Snelling, 
and  (as  every  one  kniw?,  who  is  familiar 
with  thetopography  of  the  bluffs  and  chan- 
nel of  the  river  in  the  neighl>orhood  of  .St. 
Paul)  is  the  best   pont   that   could   h.tvo 
been    selected    for   »he    crossing.       The 
upper,  or  eastern,  bank   or  bluff    of  the 
river  (i.  e.  this  side)  is  about  3'>  feet  high, 
of  solid  limestone,  and  juts  far  out  into 
the  river,  forming  a  tind  of  promontory, 
and  reducing  the  actual  width  of  the  river 
from  bank  to  bank,  to  only  eight  hundred 
feet,  while  the  avera  ;e  width  elsewhere  is 
some  twelve    or  thittcen    hundred   Icet  I 
In   addition  to   this,  actual   soundings 
prove  that  the  water  there  is  only  twelve 
feet  deep,   offering  but  little  trouble  in 
building  piers,  while  the  bottcm  is  a  bod 
jf    limestone,    pectdiarly    favorable    to 
bridge   building.     The  shore   and  bluffs 
jpposite.  too,  offer  ;^ood  opportunities  in 
material,  and  otherMse,  for  the  location 
ot   the   bridge  at  thu  point.     The  whole 
distance   from   bank    to    bank,    or  more 
prop.Tly  Horn  blutf  to  bluff,  is  S.-^OO  feet 
or   about    three-fifths    of    a    mile.     The 
entire  length  of   tbi  St.  Paul  bridge  and 
the  road  bed  to   thi  bluff   is   3.5l»H  feet. 
.So  that  any  one  can  judge  from  this  of 
th«  proportions  of  the  c:)ntempl3ted  rail- 
road bridge.     It  is    o  be  built  in  the  same 
maniur  as  the  St.  Paul  bridge,  i.  e.  with 
heavy  stone  piers,  a  id  timber  frame  work. 
The  cost  of  this  flae  britlgc  will  not  be 
less  than  5!"'X>.<'<XJ. 

To  show  how  nat  ire  has  favored  Saint 
Paul  in  the  physicai  conformation  of  the 
river  and  the  bluffs  that  wall  it  up  on 
either  side,  let  us  glance  a  moment  at  the 
bridge  that  will  hav  -•  to  be  built  over  the 
Miniirsota  River  n.ar  Fort  Snelling,  to 
connect  Minneapolis  with  the  Cedar  Val-

apart.  The  bridg*  would  have  to  be 
built  so  that  the  tra  -k  could  cross  on  a 
lovel  with  the  pla  n  on  which  the  Fort 
stands,  striking  the  Mcndota  side  far  back 
from  the  river.  To  accommodate  such 
an  immen.se  bridge,  tho  piers,  of  which  a 
number  will  be  required,  will  have  to  be 
ot  an  extraordinaiy  size,  and  very  high. 
Here  is  where  nature  has  interposed  ob- 
st.acle^  to  the  easy  building  of  such  a 
bridge.  The  entin  bottom  through  which 
the  ^linnesota  River  mns  along  there,  Ls 
a  bed  of  quicksand.  Engineers  have 
sounded  it  for  sixty  feet  below  the  surface 
without  finding  wny  "bottom"  solid 
enough  to  build  the  immense  piers  requi- 
red for  such  a  brid<:c  I  It  will  probably 
be  built— engineering  talent  will  over- 
come these  obstacles,  doubtless,  but  at  a 
fortuidable  outlay  of  time  and  capital. 
Indeed,  engineers  assure  us  that  it  will 
cost  full  a  million  of  dollars,  and  will 
require  three  or  four  years  to  complete  it ! 
Kre  that  time  expires,  through  trains  from 
La  Crescent  will  be  running  across  the 
Mississippi  into  our  city,  and  by  an  un- 
broken gauge,  on  to  the  head  of  Lake 
Superior,  and  towards  the  valley  of  the 
lied  River — or  even  the  Saskatchewan,  as 
friend  Taylor  would  say. 

With  an  obstruct  ion  of  such  a  magni- 
tude in  the  way  of  '-arrying  the  Minneap- 
olis and  Cedar  Va  ley  road  across  the 
Minnesota,  it  seems  certain  that  our  Patron 
Goddess  has  shaken  the  golden  apples  of 
Destiny  into  the  lap  of  St.  Paul,  beautiful 
Queen  of  the  valle ,-,  sitting  at  tho  head 
of  the  wonderful  Father  of  Waters, 
with  regal  mien  aid  inunieipal  coronet 
gemmed  with  the  p  *ofuse  gifts  of  a  favor- 
ing Providence.  Whether  we  will,  or  no. 
Fate  thrusts  greatness  on  us.  We  have 
hardly  to  reach  out  our  hand  to  grasp  the 
prize.  Even  the  wondertul,  the  incred- 
ible indifference  of  our  mercantile  com- 
munity to  their  iitcrests  cannot  drive 
away  success. 

With  Saint  Paul  as  a  "railroad  center" 
our  trade  and  comioerce  must  extend,  be- 
yond anything  we  Itave  over  imagined — 
fulfilling  the  most  :  anguine  w'shes  of  her 
friends  and  enterprising  citizens,  and  re- 
assuring us  of  the  truth  of  the  assertion 
we  made  not  long  <incc,  that  nature  had 
made  no  provision  for  a  rival  to  Saint 
Paul. 


ment  of  our  Indian  relations  " 

Again,  Mr.  George  IL  Spencer,  Jr.,  a 
resident  among  the  Indians,  in  the  course 
of  his  explanations  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  ssiys : 

"Just  at  this  time  four  young  men 
started  out  on  a  war  party  against  tho 
Chi[)pewas.  but  being  unable  to  lin<l  any. 
und  procuring;  some  liquor,  they  mur- 
dered some  whites  at  .\cton.  They  came 
home  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  Au- 
gust and  told  what  they  had  done." 

And  still  further  along  in  the  report  of 
Major  Gall'raith,  Sioux  sVgent,  1  find  the 
following : 

•*  On  Sunday,  the  17th  of  August,  1862, 
.at  the  village  of  Acton,  in  (he  County  of 
Meeker   and   State   of  Minnesota,    lour 
lowrrSioux  Indians  of  Sha  ko-pec's  band, 
part  of  a  hunting  party  composed  of  four- 
teen, obtained  whisky,  became  intoxicated, 
and  killed  six  persons,  including  a  man 
named  Jom-s,   from  whom  it   is  .alleged 
they  obtained  the  whisky.     This  was  the 
immediate  exciting  cause  of  the  outbreak. 
•     •     •     •     This   Acton  party  at   once 
returned  to  their  village  at  Rice  Creek, 
on  the  lower  reservation,  called  a  council 
of  their  immediate  relatives,  and  said  in 
substance — '  We  have  killed  white  men, 
and  if  caught,   must  tlie.     Let  us  unite 
noK  and  kill  tho  whites  at  the  Agency.'" 
And   so  forth   and   so   on — the  whole 
going  to  show  conclusively  in  the  mind  of 
thepfPresidenl  that  there  was  no  concerted 
plan  for  a  general  mas.*acre,  and  that  an 
unfortunate  '*  drunk"  at  Acton  was  the 
spark  tliat  kindled,   simultaneously,  the 
war  fires  for  a  whole  line  of  two  hundred 
miles  of  frontier. 

The  errors  in  the  above  extracts  would 
not  be  worth  correeting  if  they  had  simply 
found  their  way  into  here  and  there  a 
newspaper ;  but  as  they  are  made  to  ap- 
pear upon  the  Government  archives  as  a 
part  of  the  "hi.story  of  the  Indian  war," 
it  iV  of  some  importance  both  to  the  cause 
of  truth  and  the  friends  of  the  murdered 
ones  at  Acton,  tliat  thry  should  in  some 
way  stand  corrected.  The  Acton  massa- 
cre was  a  mere  incident — happened  to  he 
the  first  in  the  great  tragedy. 

A  <.'3roner*s  inouost  was  held  on  Mon- 
j_^  ,  lue  i«th  of  Augusts-convened  about 

11  A.  M.,  at  Acton,  over  the  dead  bodies 
of  fict  persons,  viz :  Robinson  Jones, 
Mrs.  Ann  Jones.  Viranus  Webster, 
Howard  Baker,  and  Miss  Clara  D.  Wil- 
son,  at  which  most  of  the  facts  herein 
stated  were  made  to  appear.  The  entire 
partv  of  Indians  were  seventeen  ;  there 
were  six  engaged  in  the  massacre ;  they 
were  not  all  young  men  ;  there  was  not  the 
slightest  appearance  of  their  being  intox- 
icated, and  there  was  not  the  slightest  evi- 
dence that  any  one  of  them  had  had  a  drop 
of  liquor  that  day,  the  inference  could 
only  be  drawn  from  the  /act  that  Jones 
had  a  quantity  of  whisky  in  his  house, 
against  which  is  the  prompt  assertion  of 
Jones  within  half  an  hour  of  his  death, 
that  "he  had  not  given  tbcm  any— he 
knew  them  too  well  for  that ;"  and  also  of 
the  fact  that  the  whisky  was  found  in  the 
house  twenty-four  hours  thert;after,  with 
no  signs  of  its  having  been  in  any  way 
disturbed.  Jones  kept  a  public  house, 
and  had  usually  kept  liquor,  and  had  al- 
ways been  on  friendly  terms  with  the 
Sioux,  but  never  was  accused  ol  giving 
liquors  to  them,  so  far  as  any  of  our  peo- 
ple ever  knew.  The  Cbippewas  have  not 
been  accustomed  to  hunt  at  or  around 
Acton,  and  no  persons  knew  that  fact 
better  that  the  Sioux,  consequently  they 
could  not  have  gone  there  to  hunt  Cbip- 
pewas. The  band  did  not  return  imme- 
diately to  "Rice  Creek;"  eleven  of  them 
were  at  Acton  while  the  inipiest  was  be- 
ing held,  on  the  aflcmoon  of  the  18th  of 
August,  and  four  of  the  six  murderers 
were  ver>'  accurately  identified  by  people 
who  saw  them  at  Manannah,  some  eight 
miles  northeast  of  Acton,  on  Sunday  af- 
ternoon, and  also  on  Monday  and  Tties- 
day  following.  But  two  of  the  seventeen 
who  were  a  t Acton  on  the  17th  and  18th, 
could  possibly  have  been  back  to  the 
Agency  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  aU 
though  I  am  aware  it  is  generally  sup- 
posed they  all  ran  back,  like  children,  to 
tell  of  their  valorous  deeds  of  blood. 
The  above  facts  have  some  bearing  on  the 
investigations  into  the  causes  of  the  Indi- 
an war.  I  believe  them  to  be  true,  and 
I  had  the  very  best  means  of  knowing  of 
what  I  write.

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  sup- 
plies to  Vicksburg  lu\e  been  and  still 
are  from  the  Red  River.  Our  jreaders 
will  remember  that'  within  a  week  after 
the  Queen  of  the  West  ran  the  blockade 
and  destroyed  the  Rtbel  steameni,  there 
wa3  a  cry  of  famine  from  ihi.s  rebel  strong- 
hold. 

Gentlemen  recently  from  New  Orleans 
report  that  two  months  since,  the  Rebels 
in  Vicksburg  were  reduced  to  the  point 
of  starvation,  not  wbollv  bv  a  state  of 
siege  but  by  an  interruption  of  supplies, 
and  to  snob  an  extent  that  at  one  time 
liATS  were  sotting  in  that  place  at  1') 
ccntu  apiece. 

They  do  not  claim  that  this  was  the 
regular  and  current  pxice  of  that  animal. 
hut  that  the  supplies  depending  on  the 
Red  River  were  irregular,  t^  famine  and 
plenty  by  tarns  prevailed. 

This  is  not  surprising  when  we  consider 
that  the  interior  of  Mississippi  which  or- 
dinarily supplies  that  point  has  been  for 
over  a  year  the  forage  field  of  contending 
armie*.

A  'H'ortI  to  the  UToaica. 

One  of  the  strongest  support*  tho  reb- 
els receive  iu  their  unholy  warfare  upon 
the  government  is  derived  from  the  enthu- 
siastic spirit  of  the  southern  women^  The 
young  man  who  refuxes  to  fight  in  the 
rebel  ranks  is  in  high  disfavor  in  society ; 
the  middle-aged  men  are  sent  into  the 
field  bv  their  wives :  women  work  dili- 
gently  for  the  rebel  cause,  and  even  carry 
their  enthusiasm  to  the  extreme  pitch  of 
am  occasional  shot  at  our  soldiers  or  an 
insult  to  the  dead.  Those  arc  certainly 
not  acts  to  copy,  inasmuch  as  the  female 
aex  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  piopri- 
eties :  but  the  fact  is  worth  citing  as  an 
indication  of  the  feeling  which  pervades 
the  ranks  of  the  secessionists  at  the  Souths 
Tho  most  eager  supporters  of  the  rebel 
cause  are  women.  It  is  rebel  women  who 
carry  dispatches,  conceal  medicines  and 
supplies  upon  their  persons  and  "run  the 
blockade"  whencvor  an  opportunity 
occurs,  inspirit  their  hushjuids,  sons  and 
fathers,  make  garments  for  the  soldiers 
and  give  their  jewelrv  and  silver  to  build 
rebel  gunboatj.

emy.   ThpfinI  Xapoleon  thrashed  the 
Austrians  until  be  taught  them  the   «rt 
and  science   of  v  ar,   antl  then  they  \m-  ■ 
proved  upon  the  lesson ;  and  so  the   en-  .

summon  Mr,  Greeloy  into  Court  as  a  wit- 
ness: 

"  If  three  months  more  of  earnest  fight- 
ing shall  not  .serve  to  make  u  serious  im- 
pression on  the  rebels — if  the  end  of  that 
tenu  shall  find  us  no  further  advanced 
than  its  beginning-^if  some  malignant 
fate  has  decrued  that  the  blood  and  trea.c- 
ure  of  the  nation  shall  ever  be  sijuandered 
in  fruitless  efforts — let  us  bow  to  our  des- 
tint/,  and  ma  lie  the  best  attainable  peace.^^ 

Though  ninety  instead  of  sixty  days 
were  given  the  Government  to  contjucr 
the  rebellion,  before  "  bowing  to  our  des- 
tiny" and  making  "the  best  attainable 
peace,"  yet  his  argument  was  that  the 
battle  then  imminent  under  the  auspieeti 
of  Gen.  Burns  de,  would  be  decisive. 
His  language  was  that  iu  the  contlicts 
then  daih-  apprehended,  we  must  either 
"  whip  "  or  be  "  whipped,"  and  if  "whip- 
p«»d,"  we  must  •'  bow  to  our  destiny." 

Mr.  Greeley,  however,  did  not  abide 
bis  own  time  for  bis  country ^shumilliation, 
for  he  rushed  immediately  into  correspon- 
tlence  with  the  French  ^Minister  and  Mr. 
Vallandigham  for  "  the  best  attainable 
peace." 

Finally,  upon  this  point,  Mr.  Greeley's 
position  is : 

fir*/— He  defended  the  "right'*  of  the 
Cotton  States  to  dissolve  the  Union. 

Second — He  declared  that  if  they  chose 
to  avail  tiu}ia«elvcs  of  that  "right,"  any 
attempt  to  restrain  them  would  be  "con- 
trary to  the  ideas  on  which  human  liberty 
is  based." 

TAirrf— That  he  would  "do  his  best  to 
forward  the  views''''  of  slave  States  "anx- 
ious to  escape  "  from  the  Union. 

Fourth — That  if  our  Government,  "at 
the  end  of  three  months  earnest  fighting,^' 
failed  to  subdue  the  rebellion  its  duty 
would  be  to  makk  tiik  bkst  att.\ix.\iii.k 
re.iCR. 

Now,  I  assert  unhesitatingly,  that  for 
the  expression  of  sentiments  less  di8loy.al 
and  unspeakably  less  mischcvious,  (for 
Mr.  Greeley's  disloyal  utterances  reached 
and  intluenced.hundreds  of  thousands,) 
fifty  men  have  found  themselves  in  Forts 
I^afayettc  and  Warren.  His  craven, 
treacherous  signal  thrown  to  the  enemy, 
encouraging  them  to  perseverance  for 
"three  months,"  after  which  we  shouhl 
"bow  to  our  destiny,"  will  cost  us  thou- 
sands of  lives  and  millions  of  treasure. 

It  is  known  that,  comprehending,  as 
early  as  December,  1860,  both  the  cer- 
tainty and  formidable  chanicter  of  the  re- 
bellion, I  endeavored,  if  it  could  not  be 
averted,  to  at  least  narrow  its  bounda- 
ries.    On  this   point  Mr.  Greeley  says  : 

"Mr.  Weed's  person*!  supervision — 
his  editorial  associates,  even  so  early  as 
the  last  of  18G0,  or  the  first  of  1861,  hav- 
ing felt  constrained  publicly  to  diaclaim 
all  participation  in  or  sympathy  with  Mr. 
Weed's  amazing  ."tipport  of  Senator  Crit- 
tenden's so-called  Conipromise,  which  in- 
volved a  surrender  b^'  the  Republicans 
of  the  main  distinguishing  principle  for 
which  they  had  ever  contended." 

I  was  earnestly  in  favor  of  a  proposi- 
tion which  the  loyal  members  of  Congress 
from  the  "  Border  States"  agreed  upon, 
and  which  would  have  tied  those  States 
to  the  Union,  thus  narrowing  the  rebellion 
to  tbe  Gulf  and  Western  Mississipi  States 


to  the  number  of  one  or  two 
hundred,  have  been  brought  in.  The 
only  rovers©  on  our  side,  on  Gen.  Rose- 
crans'  lines,  was  on  the  extreme  right,  in 
front  of  Franklin,  and  the  army  opinion 
ol  that  affair  is  that  Colonel  Coburn  ex- 
ceeded his  orders,  and  thinking  be  was 
tlriviug  the  enemy,  pushed  on  rashly,  cov- 
etous of  "  the  bubble  reputation,"  and 
fell  into  a  trap.  Rut  heavy  as  our  loss 
was  there,  it  is  far  more  than  conipcnea- 
tcd  by  the  many  smaller  affairs  all  along 
the  lines,  in  which  we  have  invariably 
had  the  advantage.  The  rebel  army  is 
not  in  high  feather,  and  when  the  roads 
get  dry  will  be  put  out  of  Tennessee  on 
the  double  quick  at  the  point  of  the  bay- 
onet. The  scutiment  of  tbe  army  is  un- 
((uestionably,  and  almost  without  an  ex- 
cejition  among  the  ollicers  or  the  privates, 
that  of  the  various  addresses  and  resolu- 
tions sent  home — that  is  to  say,  it  is  earn- 
estly patriotic  and  emphatically  against 
closing  up  the  war  upon  the  basis  of  dis- 
union, and  the  everlasting  disgrace  and 
immeosurcablc  calamity  that  would  fol- 
low. 

It  is  all  nonseni>e,  or  worse,  to  talk  of 
private  soldiers  being  tired  of  the  war. 
There  are  a  few  sneaks  left  yet,  Avho 
would  like  to  desert ;  but,  substantially, 
the  army  is  a  unit  for  the  Union,  and  the 
war  c?irried  on  in  any  way  that  m.ay  be 
most  effective.  A  gentleman,  whose  op- 
portunities for  observation  were  unusu- 
ally good,  owing  to  his  extensive  ac- 
quaintance not  only  with  the  officers  of 
highest  rank,  but  with  tbe  men  in  the 
ranks,  informs  us  that  though  be  spent 
several  days  in  the  army,  and  visited  half 
a  dozen  regiments,  with  many  of  the  men 
of  which  he  was  well  acquainted,  be  tlfd 
not  see  a  drunken  or  dirty  or  despondent 
man.  The  men  are  cleanly,  erect,  well 
shod.  Their  gun-barrels  glitter  like 
tubes  of  silver.  They  respect  themselves, 
know  their  own  fighting  qualities,  and 
have  the  most  unlimited  confidence  in  the 
genius  and  invincibility  of  "Old  Rose," 
whose  letter  to  the  Ohio  Legislature  they, 
indorse  as  heartily  as  they  admire  his  per- 
sonal gallantry  and  good  management  at 
Stone  river. — Cincinnati  Commercil.

Webster  cominittcd  the 
murder  by  shooting  his  victim  seven 
times,  and  boasted  that  he  was  the  hard- 
est man  to  kill  that  he  had  ever  got  hold 
of.  He  should  suffer  seven  deaths  if  it 
were  possible  to  inflict  them.

Mr.  (Treelcy  denies.  an<l  justly,  so  far 
AS  that  goes,  that  he  encouraged,  or  as 
ilr.  Weed  j.iy.-,  ■•  invited  the  Cotton 
States  to  seceiJe.'  But  he  seems  to  im- 
agine he  has  made  out  a  clear  ease  of 
self-vindlc.'ition  when  he  goes  on  to  show 
that  he  was  l>hI>j  in  favor  of  alloteiivj  tiiem 
to  secede  peaceably ,  uniUr  thf  authoiity 
of  a  II  iti'-nal  conrention  if  a  clear  ma 
jority  of  the  people  of  those  .^states  had 
decided  for  see04sii>n.  And  this  position 
he  justifies  upon  the  prln<iple  of  the  dec- 
laration of  Independenci;  that  '•  f  Jovcru- 
ments  derive  their  just  powers  from  the 
coaseut  of  the  governe<l."  lie  says  fur- 
ther, "  I  do  insi>t  that  a  people  possess- 
ing within  them->elves  the  elements  of  an 
independent  national  e^stcnce,  have  a 
right  to  have  such  institutions  and  enter 
into  such  relations  with  other  political 
communities  as  they  may  deem  most  con- 
ducive to  their  well-being." 

Now.  here  wo  notice  several  grave  con- 
tradictions.    In  the  flr^t  place,  Mr.  Gree- 
lev  lav-   it    down   as  a  corroUarv  of  the 
proposition     thu     govermncnts      derive 
thuir     just      powers     from      the      con- 
tent    of     the      government,      that     the 
powers    of    the    government    cease  when 
that  consent  is  withdrawn,  otherwise  that 
the  dissentient  peopie   may  lecede  from 
the  cstabliihed  government.     la  the  next 
place    be   places    an  arbitrary    limitation 
iipjn  this  general  principle,  and  it  is  only 
tt^  people   possessing   within  themselves 
thn  elements   cf  an  independent  national 
feiistencc"    who   j^ave  a   right  to  secede. 
Consequently  a  peoj^le  who  don't  p<5ssess 
these   elements  have  no  right  to  secede, 
ftad  they  may  therefore  be  governed  with- 
out their  consent.     But  by  what  authority 
does  Mr.  Greeley   place   this   restriction 
upon  the  right  of  a   dissentient  people  to 
secede?     And  if  you  begin  to  qualify  the 
principle  of  popular  consent  as   the  only 
ground  of  the  governing   power,    where 
Will  you  step? 

But  we  notice  the  logical  inconsLstencv 
La  this  instance  merely  as  preliminary  to 
a  more  important  contradiction  which  in- 
volves the  main  question  at  issue. 

Mr.  Greeley  tells  us  "that  a  people 
possessing  the  elements  of  an  independent 
national  existence,"  have  a  right  to  se- 
cede, because  '"goTemments  derive  their 
just  powers  from  the  conacnt  of  the  gov- 
erned."'  But  again,  he  informs  us  that  the 
only  condition  on  which  a  malcontent 
people  should  be  allowed  to  secede  is  by 
tLe  consent  of  the  nation,  expressed 
through  a  national  convention.  That  is 
to  «ay,  while  it  is  true  that  governments 
derive  their  just  powers  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed,  a  portion  of  the  governed 
people  cannot  recall  that  consent — can- 
iiot  secede — have  no  right  to  secede,  with- 
Qut  the  consent  Qf  a  n^ajorit}*  of  the  whole 
people  from  whom  the  government  derives 
its  powers. 

Mr.  Gr»!eley  lias  the  reputation  of  be- 
ing a  logician  ;  yet  here  we  find  him  in  one 
breath  contending  for  the  right  of  a  mi- 
nority of  a  nation  possessing  the  elements 
of  an  independent  national  existence  to 
49tach  itself  from  the  parent  government, 
simply  and  solely  because  they  don't  like 
it— their  preference  for  an  independent 
government  being  a  justifiable  ground  of 
separation ;  and  in  the  next  breath  he  in- 
dignantly repels  his  own  principle,  and 
insists  that  they  have  no  right  to  secede 
without  the  consent  of  a  m.ajority  of  the 
nation. 

Since  Mr.  Greeley  thus  eflectually 
•mothers  his  abstract  principle  of  "the 
fundamental  right  of  rt^volution"  in  the 
limitations  with  which  he  finds  it  neees.sarv 
to  encumber  its  practicable  application, 
it  would,  in  any  other  time  than  this,  when 
even  idle  words  resound  with  dreadful 
meanings,  be  reganied  as  a  whim  as 
harmless  and  as   chimerical  as  the  quad- 


rature of  the  circle.

Harney  s  regiment,  under  <lcn.    Scott,  in 
•Mexico.     He   was    greatly  distinguishetl 
in  Col.  Harney's  ail.iir  at  Medeliii.  on  the 
L'.'>th   of  March,  IMT.     On  the    Isth   of 
April.  \M7,  he  was  brc vetted  Lieutenant 
<  olonel  for  gallant  and  meritorious  con- 
duet  iu  the  battb'  of  Cerro  Gordo,  where, 
on  the  17th  of  th.it  month,  he  commanded 
the   Mounted    Riile    regiment,    and   was 
wounded.       On    the    Sth  of    September, 
li!>47,  he  was  again  brevetted  Colonel  for 
the    same     conduct     in    the     battle    of 
Kl    Molino    del    Rey.      Both    of    these 
brevets  were  awanledin  July  1S4S,  and  on 
the  l;>chof  that  month  he  was  made  a  full 
Ueuteiiaiii  ('olonel.  and  appointed  to  the 
First  regiment  of  I'aitcd  States  Dragoons. 
After  the  war,    he  was    appointed  to    the 
command  of  the  Hepartment  of  New  Mex- 
ico.    On  tin-  .'>d   of  m.ireh,    !?<■").'•,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Colonelcy   of  the  First 
(.'avalrv,  oik*  of  the  new  regular  re-rimcnts 
and  served  against  the  Indians.     Hcconi- 
mandctl  the  expedition    again.st,  and   be- 
came distinguished  in  defeating  a  band  of 
;>*)0  ( Iheyenne    warriors,    posted   for  the 
battle  on  .Solomon's   Fork,  of  Kansas,  on 
the  I'Oth  of  July,  K.7. 

Some  riv.-ilry  existed  between  Harney 
and  Sumner,  the  furiuer  Colonel  of  the 
.Second  Dragoons,  and  the  latter  Colonel 
of  the  First  Cavalry,  relative  to  the  re- 
spective ctpacities  of  each  individual 
command,  and  ILarnoy  tried  to  injure 
Sumner';,  reputation  lor  courage.  In  this 
however  he  signally  failed,  and  the  Ibrmor 
had  to  take  refuge  under  the  protc<'ting 
wing  of  ex-Seen-tary  ol  w^ar  and  double- 
distilled  traitor  Floyd.

On  the  13th  of  March,  1«C2,  when  that 
aamy  was  divided  into  different  corps  </' 
armee.  Gen.  .*sumner  was  appointed  the 
commander  of  the  Second  corps,  consist- 
ing ef  the  divisions  of  Generals  Richard- 
son,   Blenker  and  [Sedgwick.      He  was

A  Nashville  train  was  thrown  ofl'  the 
track  by  the  guerrillas  by  obstructions, 
four  miles  above  Richmond  station,  and 
nor  at  Woodburn  station  as  previouslv 
rcjiorted. 

The  locomotive,  tender,  and  two  ex- 
press oars  were  smashed  up. 

The  guerrillas  fired  into  the  hmd  c.ir 
containing  women  aud  children. 

They  called  themselves  ilorgan's  men. 

The  passengers  returned  the  fire  kill- 
ing and  wounding  three  guerrillas.  One 
passen;;er  w.is  .slightly  wounded. 

The  guemllas  commenced  paroling  at 
the  head  cf  the  train,  and  took  away  the 
ollicers'  sid»'  arms,  and  rifled  their  pock- 
ets, i:c.  The  Adams  express  safe  was 
rol)bed  of  its  contents.  A  part  of  it 
was  subsequently  returne<I. 

The  mail  on  the  train  wa.s  seixed,  but 
recovered. 

The  conductor  ran  back  a  mile  to  a 
stockade,  and  the  soldiers  came  at  double 
quick,  rec.-iptured  the  train  and  drove  off 
tlio  guerrillas,  wounding  several,  and 
taking  four  jirisoner.-.

1  do  not  admit  the  i  ight  of  Nantucket,  ot 
Statcn  Island,  or  ot    South  Carolina,    to 
become  indcpendeni   with   a  view  of  en- 
riclting  itself  by  harUoring  and  protecting 
smugglers  across  our  lines;  but    I   do  in- 
.sist  tbit  a  people  p  isessing  within  them- 
selves the  elements   of  independent    Na- 
tional existence  ha\  e  a  right  to  have  .smh 
institutions  and   enter  into  such  relations 
with  other  political  communities   as    they 
may  deem  most  conducive  to   their   »»wn 
well  being.     If  this  be  not  so,  then  Wash- 
ington,   Franklin.     Hancock,    .letVcrson, 
&c.,  in  declaring  aid  achieving  our  sep- 
aration from  Oreat  Britain,  were  not  de- 
serving patriots,  bu   perjured  traitors.     I 
meant  to  say  to   th*  South   in    ISilO-Cl: 
"Be  patient;  take  time:  give  us  of  the 
North  a  fair  hearinj:  before  your  people  ; 
and  then,  if  a  clear  majority  of  themihcide 
for  secession,  we  will  hohl  a  N.ltional Con- 
vention,   and    let    you    go    in    peace."' 
1  no    more     inriifd    them    to    leave    tis 
than    I    now   invite    those   of  California 
and  Oregtm    to  do  -.o ;    I    hehl   the    lan- 
guage   which  seam.d  to   me  most    like- 
ly io  intveiit  secession,  by  depriving  the 
disunion  ct>nspiratoi-s   of  all   pretext  for 
arousing     popular     passion     by     repre- 
senting tlH'   North  as    daring    them    to 
secede,  and    thre.it4  ning   them  with  mili- 
tary subjugation  in  case  they  should  ven- 
ture   to    do    «<».       To     my    mind,    tl»« 
"screechy"   I'ltionirim  of  the  free  States 
throughout    the   last   twenty   years — the 
popular  representat  ions  of  the  I'nion  a> 
I  the  essential  basis  ot"  all  our  commercial 
and    industrial    prosperity — have    giveu 
powerful  support   to  the   Southern   l)i  - 
unionists.     Narrow,  prejudicetl,  ignorant 
minds  with  difHcult;   compreheml  th.Ht  an 
arrangement  between  A  and  H,  wlierei)y  .\ 
is  signally  benelitteii.  can  at  the  same  time 
be  advantageous  to   B ;  and  the  Slavery 
Propagandists  have  plausibly  vaid  to  their 
Poor  White  neighbo  's  :      *'  .S>e  how  laiiiitr 
ically  the  North  cli  igs  to  and  shrieks  for 
the   I'nion,  which    builds  up  New  York 
and  liostoii,  by    redueiug  Kichinond  and 
Charleston  to  insigiilicaucc.     The  l.'"'<m 
enables  Yankees    t  >   absorb  your   com- 
merce,   dwarf   youi     manufactures,    and 
monopolize  your  navigation  ;  it  enriches 
the  North  by  impov'rixhing  the   Souths— 
away  with  it  I"  Nothing  would  have  more 
disconcerted  and  balHetl  the  eoiupir4torii 
for  di.sunion  than  a   frank,    friendly,    sin- 
cere oll'er  on  the  jiai  t  of  the  North  to  an 
unbiase<l.  unterrifiet!,  fairlv  taken  vote  of 
the  Southern  people  .heiuselves.  And  such 
ofl'er  I  early,  openly  and  sineerelv  recom- 
mended :  and  now  dV  enly  regret  tfiat  It  waa 
not  made.    The  popular  vote  ol  the  Slave 
."^tatcs  on  calling  coiventions  for  secesion 
purposes,    in   electing  delegates    thereto, 
and  in    reviewing    ( where  that   was   per- 
mitted)   the    SLvU   of    iiu<'h   conventions, 
showed   an   aggregate    riiioii    majority, 
though  taken  under  -very  disadvantage  to 
the   I'nioii   cause ;    tor   \tn   enemies  had 
long  been  silently  preparing  for  the  crisis 
— had  secret  organ!  nations  and   midnight 
conclaves,    and    employed    tho     vjjrious 
agoiicies  of  fraud  and  terror  Against  thisir 
distracted,  scattereii,  often  overawed  op- 
ponents.      Even   a>    it   was,    Delaware, 
Slarjland,  Virginia.  North  C^arolina, Ken- 
tucky, Tennesiice.  Missouri  and  Arkansas 
—eight  of  the  fifteen  Slave  States,  by  di- 
rect popular  vote,    or  by   klgnltlL'ant   in- 
action,   declared    for    tbe    vMi^^n ;    ai)4 
the     conspirators      vere     compelled    to 
inaugurate   civil    wfir   and    bloodshed  in 
order    to  overbear  ihe  numerically   pre- 
ponderant    Unionism     of     the     South. 
They  made  war  upoi   us  in   Texas  and  at 
New  Orleans  before  Mr.  Lincoln  wi^s  in- 
augurated, and  whih-  Buchanan  was  their 
submissive,  abject  tool ;  they   scizetl    tbe 
nation'ii   arms,  munitions,  treasure,   ves- 
sels, &c.,  and  made  prisoners,  (through 
treachery)  of  its  ehiif  army  before  a  blow 
had   been  struck,  a  weapon   raised  in  its 
defence  ;  and  they  ut-ed  tha  arnts  gnd  the 
munitions  thus  obtained  and  monopolized 
to   crush   the    Unionism   of    the  further 
South  into  silence,  a< 'quiescence  and  dun- 
geons or  the  grave.     I  repol,   then,   the 
imputation  of  Mr.    AVeed   that   tho  W»r 
tor  the  Union  is  waged  in   opposition   to 
the  tfeffersonian  principles  aliovu  unuuci- 
ated,  and  I  rejoice   that   I  have  neitlier 
bpen  seduced  nor  constrained    to  deny 
that  principle.

How  very  widely  this  difTers,  in  every 
element,  from  the  sijity  days'  fabrication 
for  which  it  is  still  very  far  from  the 
truth.  What  I  proposed  was  a  rolling 
out  of  the  entire  available  military 
strength  of  the  Nation,  a  filling  up  of  our 
veteran  regiments,  »  shutting  up  of  the 
Military  Academy,  stopping  the  Coast 
Survey,  &c.,  and  precipitating  the  whole 
under  Generals  who  mean  to  put  down 
the  rebellion,  and  are  not  afraid  of 
hurting  the  relic'ls  upon  the  wast- 
ed battalion.*  of  tflaveholding  trea- 
son, whereby  our  thuuicd  armies  are 
now  held  at  bay.  Tins  policy,  I  firmly 
believe,  would  crush  the  rebellion  ;  if  not, 
and  our  armies  recoil  before  their  foes,  I 
would  at  once  acknowledge  the  corn.  I 
am  soul-sick — and  so  is  lite  country— of 
costly  armaments  that  effect  nothing,  and 
fruitless  campaigns  that  result  only  in  dis- 
appointment. I  know  that  the  loyal 
States  cjin  pnt  do*  n  the  rebellion ;  1 
know  this  may  as  well  be  done  this  Spring 


Answer. — I  am  "driving  at"  peace  by 
the  speedy  and  utter  overthrow  of  the  re- 
bellion ;  but,  if  that  Ih*  impracticable,  1 
am  not  adverse  to  ]>cace  through  mutual 
submission  to  the  arbitration  ot  our  dil- 
iercnces  by  a  friendly,  unambitious  Ke|)ub- 
lie,  like  Switzerland ;  knowing  well  that, 
whatever  conditions  she  may  impose, none 
of  them  can  possibly  favor  the  diffusion 
a  >d  aggrandizement  of  human  Slavery. 
No  "infernal  compromise''  whereby  Sla- 
very can  profit  could  possibly  be  pre- 
scribed by  a  European  non-slaveholding 
power  which  holds  itself  amenable  to  the 
public  opinion  ol  Christendom.  1  might 
enlarge  on  this  head  but  nee<l  I  ? 

The  only  letter  1  ever  wrote  to  M. 
Mercier  was  prompteil  by  information 
that  some  one  had  told  him'lhat  I  thought 
so  ami  so  about  French  Intervention,  and 
its  object  was  to  apprise  him  that  1  hail 
no  advice  to  give  to  the  Eni|H.'ror  Napo- 
leon nor  to  his  representative  on  that 
subject.  You,  Mr.  Editor,  have  printed, 
without  my  leave,  my  priv.ite  letter  to 
Colorado  Jewctt,  telling  ium  why  French 
unipireship  in  our  quarrel  eouhl  not  be 
accepted  on  the  part  i>f  the  Union.  The 
onlv  object  of  the  only  letter  I  ever  wrote 
to  Sir.  Vallandigham  was  to  answer  civ- 
illy and  courteously  an  um'xi-eptionable 
letter  of  inquiry  Iroin  him.  No  'infernal 
coinproinisc,*  or  compromise  of  any  kind, 
was  suggested  in  either  eaiJC  by  any  one. 

Believing  that  I  have  frankly  and  fully 
rvplied  to  all  Mr.  Weed's  imputations,  I

Dui'ing  the  first  vear  of  my  practice  as 
an  attorney,  e}ien{s  and  i'aecs  were  so 
few  with  me  that  I  found  ft  at)  agr^'eable 
change  from  the  dullness  of  an  almost  un- 
furnished and  unfrequented  back  office, 
to  visit  the  court  rooms,  where  I  not  only 
became  familiar  with  the  usages,  arts  and 
meana  of  8iicce:is  pmployed  by  skillful 
lawyers,  but  where  1  could  »tiO  human  na- 
ture in  its  perplexities  and  struggles,  its 
feebleness  and  power,  exciting  in  me  an 
interest  and  sympathy  that  the  drama  lias 
not  yot  eijualed. 

One  freezing  morning  during  the  first 
week  of  December,  my  office  having  been 
wholly  innocent,  for  the  season,  of  all  ar- 
tificial wannt)],  or  means  of  warmth,  was 
too  cold  an<l  cheerless  ^p  bp  endured  any 
longer.     It  was   enough  to  quench  the 
light  of  hope  and  fire   of  courage  in    the 
most  hot-hbaded  and  enthusiastic  young 
man,  so  I  det^rmhmd  to  leave  it' for  a 
while.     I  took    down    frqij^  its   hook  my 
old  overcoat,  the  ever  ready  and  untiincliT 
ing  friend  of  two  or  three  winters,  which, 
regardless  of  dignity  as  an  outsider,  had 
never  shrunk  from  the  duties  of  frock- 
coat,  drQssiiig.-goun,  sick-gown,  and  bed- 
clothes.    But  alas  \  on  this  firpless,   cold 
morning,    when  it   would   have  been   so 
grateful  to  my   poor  heart  and   poorer 
purse  to  have  found  it  transformed  into 
one  of  tbe  thickest  beavers,  fur  trimmed 
and  fur  lined,    invincible   to  the  fiercest 
north-wester,  i%  looked  to  me    spite  my 
attachment  to  it,  and  my  gr?|titude  for  its 
serviciis,  it  lookjcd  (|i^ite  need  up,   e^dly 
soiled,  brown  and  njsty,  thin  and  thread- 
bare ;  its  button^hoUiS   rent,  its   buttons 
lonesome,  no  two  standing  together.  And 
worse — the  once  friendy  garment  was  to 
ray  gloomy  and  suspicious  eyttd  a  traitor. 
Would  it  not  tell  to  every  one  who  should 
sec  it  the  secret  I  most  wished  to   hide  ? 
— those  4|rh^'}i  might  bring  my  final  ruin  ? 
Would  it  not  iii\\  tl)at  \  was  poor  and  un- 
successful, that  I  bad  no  buiiin^vs  ^^nd  no 
iuiinediate  prospects  of  any  ^  that  I  had 
no  aciiMiretnents  and   abilities   which   the 
world  needed  i  uut  onoiigh  even  to  enable 
me  to  take   care  of  myse}f  ?     The   once 
good  friend  seemed  anything  but  a  frioi^d 
now,    and   it  must  not  go   with   mo   this 
inorning.     But  then,  if  it  stayed  at  home, 
its  absence   wouh}  tell  my   tale  of  shame 
as  its  presence,     j  vj|s  in  djspair.     What 
could  I  do  ?     What  was  there  for  im  but 

(loverty,  neglect  and  mortification!'  I 
lurried  away  to  the  police  court-room, 
where  turbulent  and  uncontrollable  dis- 
tress makes  ns  forget  the  snliferlng  that 
can  be  bidden ;  where  tho  hopelcNS  and 
frantic  agony  of  crime  makes  us  fi^l  for- 
tunat«  (d  our  innocence,  however  else  un- 
fortunate. 

As  I  entered,  a  girl  was  put  on  trial 
for  larceny ;  a  rommon  case,  as  that  sta- 
t«<l ;  yet  I  saw  something  in  my  first 
glanee  »t  her,  that  made  me  forget  lack 
of  clients,  cheerless  office  and  tell-tale 
overcoat.  She  was  about  eighteen ;  fair 
and  fresh  looking ;  with  soft,  light  hair 
brushed  neatly  over  her  ears  ;  large  blue 
eyes,  the  lids  very  much  swollen  by  cry- 
ing; and  small  unmarked  features.'  Sfie 
was  clad  in  a  dark  blue  merino  dress,  and 
a  plain  white  collar.  I  cannot  clearly 
explain  what  it  was  in  her  that  so  inter- 
ested me.  The  inner  life  has  an  expres- 
sion outward  that  is  more  easily  recog- 
nized than  deacribed,  and  it  was  probably 
this.  I  felt  that  there  was  undoubtedly 
something  wrong  in  the  case ;  that  de- 
cent looking  young  person,  so  neat  and 
proper  in  dress,  without  any  tawdriness 
of  ornament,  did  not  belong  in  a  prison- 
er's dock ;  ought  not  to  be  there. 

I  watched  her  and  watched  the  trial. 
The  clerk  road  the  indictments.      The 


Tho  tear*  roUiog  in  streams  down  her 
cheeks,  and  h«r  voice  acarcely  audibh; 
from  emotion,  she  pleaded  "not   guilty." 

The  first  witness  was  the  policeman 
who  arrested  her.  His  testimony  amount- 
ed to  nothing  more  than  that  he  had 
found  the  clothes  alleged  to  have  been 
stolen  in  a  carpet  bag  marked  with  the 
prisoner's  name,  and  claimetl  by  her. 
The  prisoner  ceased  weeping  when  tho 
witness  was  called,  and  kept  bor  eyes 
fixed  steadily  upon  him.  .She  was  told 
by  the  judge  whose  sympathy  she  had  ev- 
iilently  enlisted,  tliat  it  was  proper  for 
her  to  a.sk  any  questions  bearing  on  the. 
case,  and  I  now  perceived  that  she  hail 
no  one  to  defend  her,  or  give  her  special 
advice  and  aid.  She  availed  herself  of 
the  privilege  with  which  the  judge  had 
made  her  acquainted,  and  endeavored  to 
draw  from  the  ofllcer  the  admission  that 
she  had  showm  more  surprise  when  the 
stolen  articles  were  found  in  her  carpet- 
bag than  any  one  else  present,  but  in  this 
she  failed.  He  was  altogether  unconi- 
municativu  and  evasive  in  his  answers  lu 
her. 

One  Marj'  Wilson  testified  to  the  loss 
of  some  clothes  which  she  described : 
some  gannents  were  shown  her,  which 
she  identified.  In  answer  to  the  ques- 
tions, she  stated  that  they  had  been  lying 
in  a  trunk  ;  that  she  had  not  hiid  eyes  on 
them  for  three  months,  or  moi-u,  till  «he 
found  them  in  the  prisoners  carpet-bag. 
and  that  one  Marj*  Murray  had  suggested 
her  looking  there  for  them. 

Mary  Murray  was  miw  called.  She 
was  a  very  boltf  girl,  showy  iu  dress  and 
airy  in  manners.  Her  fingers  were  load- 
ed with  cheap  rings,  the  most  conspicu- 
ous of  which  was  a  large  garnet.  While 
|hu  iktolen  ganm-nts  were  being  shown,  I 
had  observed  a  youug  man  crowd  as  far 
forward  as  hecoul4  get  to  }qo!;  at  ^)KW. 
My  t*yu8  happenetl  to  ha  un  him  wh«'n  be 
first  caught  sight  of  tho  witness*  rings, 
and  tho  expression  which  tlic>n  covered 
his  face  e.xcited  my  interest  scarcely  less 
than  that  of  the  prisoner  had  done.  I 
approached  him  and  inquired,  "  Do  yu'.i 
know  anything  of  this  case  ?  " 

"Not  much,"  he  answeretl,  coloring 
deeply. 

"Do  vou  know  a>iift7iiii>/.-'* 

**  Well—  yes — some  thiiiu:s,''  he  an- 
swered. 

"If  it  is  anything  that  cm  be  brought 
to  bear  in  favor  of  the  prisoner,  tell  ine 
forthwith,"  I  said,  "for  she  is  an  inno- 
cent looking  girl,  and  I  am  afraid  tilings 
will  go  hard  with  I  er." 

"  She  never  stole  them  things,"  lie  saitl. 

"  They  were  found  in  her  possession. 
I'hat  is  strong  legal  proof,  and  I  am 
afraid  that  it  will  decide  the  case  against 
her." 

"  Ai-e  you  a  lawyer  ?"'  he  asked. 

I  answered  that  I  wa.s. 

"  Are  you  her  lawyer  ?  " 

**  1  am  going  to  offer  to  delend  her ;  il 
you  can  tell  rie  anything,  I  warn  you  that 
there  i-j  not  a  uioiiirnt  to  lost'.." 

"  Well,  then,  some  of  the  same  fuzz 
and  trimmings  that's  on  the  stolen  clothes 
is  on  this  gin  on  tbe  stand."' 

"  Is  that  so  ?     Are  you  sure  ?" 

"Sure  as  can  be." 

"Well,  that's  something,  or  mj^y  be," 

"Then  I  know  that  big  ring  on  Iter  fore- 
finger as  well  as  I  know  iiiv  h.and.'' 

"Do  you?" 

"I'd  swear  to  it." 

"Well,  we'll  give  yon  a  chance  to. 
What  IS  joiif  nams''? 

"MUes  Alien." 

"Keep  on  band  where  you  are,  and 
we'll  take  care  of  this  poor  girl,  il  wo 
can.'' 

I  sent  up  a  line  to  the  judge,  in  which 
I  offered  tq  dWcud  th^  priso^Ma.  )Ie  an- 
nounced this  fact,  I  took  a  seat  behind 
her,  and  the  trial  went  on.  The  inter- 
view with  Allen  and  the  note  to  the  judge 
had  prevented  me  from  hearing  much  of 
Mary  Mt<rray'9  testimony ;  Imt  the  pris- 
oner seemed  to  h&ye  lost  nothing  of  it. 
She  questional  her  closely  as  to  thair  per- 
sonal relations,  aii<],  from  the  answers 
she  drew  out,  it  was  evident  that  Selina's 
pretty  face  bad  excited  considerable  ad- 
miration in  a  young  man  who  boarded  at

Ihs  a\e-agj  WMghtof  the  hog.s  packed  this 
viator  is  rejKirted  by  the  various  dealer.s  sevt-i^- 
ally  as  245,  int,  I'X*,  and '.v.*— making  a  general 
average  of  2U>i  lbs.,  thu.s  showing  the  total 
height  of  pork  packed  the  i>ast  winter  to  be  about 
•3."',500  lbs.,  making  in  all  nearly  LOOC  barrels. 

The  average  price  paid  per  lb.,  dressed,  was  .1.- 
48  cents,  or  iu  round  numbers,  S,  c.-nt.s,  making 
iil.OW  paid  to  the  pork  raisers  of  this  region  lor 
their  dressed  hogs.  An  equal  numU-r.  as  far  as 
l««canJudgetroui  extensive  in<|uiries,  baa  been 
purchased  at  this  point  for  private  consumption. 
The  amount  of  bbls.  Lard  rendered  by  all  the 
packers  was  ry\,:v,  lbs.,  or  about  k:',  bbls.  of  :.'*.> 
lbs.  mcfa.  The  average  yield  of  lard  from  each 
hog  la  about  \7  1-Jth  lbs.,  e^nal  to  about  ono-elev- 
•nth,  or  9  per  cent  of  dn'ssed  weight. 

A  brief  gUnce  at  the  rise  and  progress  of  the 
pork-packlug  business  of  St.  Paul  may  not  be  un- 
interesting. The  lirst  pork  packed  here  to  any 
extent  waa  by  Mr  Cbarlea  Colter,  in  the  fall  and 
^  winterof  ISi?.  About  '."OO  head  were  slaughtered 
aad  packed  by  him  that  year,  in  coanection  w  Ith 
Uh  twsiness  as  a  meat  dealer. 

The  first  regular  Packing  Honse,  however,  was 
«stabUshed  by  Messn<.  .Strung  &  MUler  in  the  fall 
of  185».  That  year  they  cut  and  packed  about 
:iO0O  hogs,  cured  considerable  meat,  and  rendered 
a  large  amount  of  Urd,  with  much  succwts.  The 
Ice  was  thus  broken,  and  it  having  been  demon- 
strated that  pork  packing  in  M.  Paul  was  a  suc- 
e«8sful  and  profluhle  businesa,  it  at  once  became 
aa  established  branch  of  our  trade,  and  one  tliat 
will  ere  long  be  a  very  important  one.  ailding 
to  tb«  capital  and  business  of  our  city.

Minnesota,  Iowa, 
Illinois  an<l  other  new  State.s  drainedof  their 
luost  Taluable  resources,  the  arms  of 
strong  men,  beyond  any  fair  pn^portion. 
It  is  t'air  that  tlie  old  States  tthould  make 
eijual  contributions  before  more  is  exa(  t- 
ed  of  Us.  It  Is  reported  that  (Jen.  Hal- 
lerk  e.stimates  the  present  number  of  de- 
serters from  the  army  at  2<K),<>X).  The 
recent  proclamation  of  the  President 
against  this  clas.<»  of  **  white  feathereil" 
soldiers  will  prob.ably  bring  the  most  of 
them  back  to  the  ranks.     This  will  dimin- 

i*»h  the  necessity  and  reduce  the  extent  of 
the  draft.  So  that  we  think  we  are  safe 
in  supposing  tlie  first  call  will  not  be  as 
heavy  as  it  was  first  believed,  and  that 
Minnesota  will  b*;  under  obligation  to  fur- 
nish very  few  upon  the  first  dnif\  under 
Uiu  new  law."

Hauo  Times  Down  Soctii. — A  cor- 
respondent of  th.^  Chattanooge  Rebel, 
writing  from  TuUahoma,  Tennessee,  on 
the  4th  of  March,  says  : 

The  spirit  of  extortion  had  grown  so 
morbidly  fierce   in  this   section,  that  the 
prices   of    the   commonest    commodities 
climb,  during  one  night,  with  the  speed 
and   agility   of  the   tabled   goun'.     The 
striped  sticks  ol  candy,  that  used  to  kindle 
sueh  a  bright  smile  upon  our  dirty  laces, 
when  we  were  little  fellows,  wc  could  fill 
our  pockets  with  for  a  half-dime,  and  then 
the  sale   yielded   the   retailer  a  profit  of 
one   hundred  per  cent.     They  now  sell 
readily   for   twenty-five   cents.     Tliis    is 
rather  a  small  text,  but  it  sufficiently  il- 
lustrates the  grasping,  insatiable  spirit  of 
the  vultures  who   aro  greedily  devouriiig 
the  very  vitals  of  our  Goveniment.     Six 
months  hence,  what  vyill  be  the  fate  of  the 
aoldier's  wife  and  child,  utterly  dependant 
upon  the  poor  pittance   he  receives,  and 
her  own  feeble   exertions,  lor  the  raeauii 
of  subsistence  ?     The  prospect  is  a  cheer- 
less and  bitter   one.     But   the  hearts  of 
these   blood-suckers   are  so  steeled  with 
selfishness  that  thoy   are   dcaC  even  tP 
hungry  babes'  prattle  for  bread.

He  says  that  many  of 
the  large  slaveholders  ol  that  region  are 
quite  progressive  in  their  views,  and  he 
has  heartf  them  declare  tliat  they  would 
rather  give  up  their  last  negro  than  the 
old  Government ;  that  if  slavery  were  in 
the  wa)-  of  the  Government,  they  were  in 
lor  destroying  the  institution.

Davis  to  found  an  aris- 
tocracy. In  conversing  with  some  of  the 
rebel  slaveholders,  he  has  heard  them  say

FBOM   YAZOO  PASS. 

Special  Dispatch  to  the  Saint  Paul  Press. 

MKMriiis,  March  20. 

Advlres  have  been  received  from  the 
Yazoo  Pass  to  Monday,  The  ChilHcothe 
and  a  rebel  fort  were  still  cannonading 
slowly. 

Sunday  night  a  large  force  landed  and 
built  a  battery  30<)  yards  in  the  rear  of 
the  rebel  fort  with  cotton  breastworks. 
Guns  were  taken  from  the  gunboat  De 
Kalb,  and  have  been  mounted.  The 
rebels  have  4,000  inside  Fort  Greenwood, 
which  can  be  easily  captured,  as  they  have 
budt  it  to  resist  an  attack  from  the  river, 
and  are  not  prepared  for  a  fire  in  the  rear. 

The  Forest  Rose  was  not  sunk  as  here- 
tofore reported. 

The  largest  gun  in  the  rebel  battery 
was  dismounted. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  the  Federal 
force  will  be  able  to  flank  and  capture 
the  Greenwood  battery. 

Firing  was  heard  at  that  point  between 
the  rebel  fort  and  the  Chillicothe,  but  no 
orders  for  a  general  attack  hive  as  yet 
been  issued. 

The  Chillicothe  was  not  badly  damaged 
as  reported. 

Matters  at  Young's  Point  are  not  so 
promising.  The  dam  at  (he  mouth  of  the 
canal  and  leyees  at  the  side  have  given 
way,  and  lowered  the  water  from  the 
Mississippi  flooding  the  low  land.  Gangs 
of  men  are  however  hard  at  work  stopping 
the  breaks,  and  the  work  will  be  all  right 
soon. 

The  gunboat  Lafayette  has  gotic  up  the 
mouth  of  the  Yazoo  river,  and  is  supposed 
to  be  in  readiness  to  attack  Haines' 
Bluff  when  the  Y.izoo  Pass  Expedition 
comes  t;p.

There  was  a  bit  of  a  fight  yesterday  at 
Shirt-tail  Bend,  fbrty  mdes  above  here,  in 
which  a  rebel  wagoner  and  some  team- 
sters were  taken  prisoners.  Our  loss  is 
not  reported. 

Reinforcements  will  be  sent  up  the 
river  this  evening.

FBOM  WASHINGTON.

Wa»hinot»>s,  March  22. 

Internal  revenue  receipts  last  week 
lacks  only  a  few  tliousand  of  a  million 
dollars. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Conduct  of  the  War,  it  is  said,  will  re- 
flect severely  on  Gen.  Franklin  for  failing 
to  reinforce  Meade  at  Fredericksburg. 
It  will  dwell  in  points  on  the  McClellan 
peninsula  campaign,  bringing  out  the 
fact  that  for  a  week  after  McClellan  ar- 
rived at  Yorktown  there  was  not  over 
eight  to  ten  thousand  rebels  to  oppose 
him. 

Dennis,  Herald  correspondent  on  the 
Potomac,  has  been  sentenced  to  six 
months  hard  labor  for  publishing  contra- 
band news.  The  sentence  was  afterwards 
mitigated  by  Hooker  to  transportation 
l>eyond  the  lines,  as  it  was  his  first 
offense. 

The  President  authorizes  Thomas  W. 
Knox,  the  Herald  correspondent  at 
Vicksburg,  whom  Gen.  Sherman  court- 
martialed,  to  return  subject  to  Gen. 
Grant's  approval. 

Letters  from  Port  Lookout,  Md.,  say 
that  slave  catching  still  exists  under 
the  auspices  of  Gen.  Lockwood. 

Slaves  are  driven  outside  the  lines 
where  masters  lie  in  wait  to  seize  them. 

Secretary  Chase  has  to  keep  his  cleri- 
cal force  working  day  and  night  and  Sun- 
day to  supply  the  great  demand  for  5.20 
bonds  with  which  Treasury  notes  are 
convertible. 

Army  rolls  show  130,C00  deserters. 

Thirteen  wild  and  nearly  naked  Indian 
Chiefs  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  Territo- 
ries arrived  on  Saturday,  to  see  if  the 
Government  of  their  Great  White  Father 
still  survived,  as  they  had  heard  of  its  de- 
struction by  the  rebels.

The  Richmond  Enquirer  of  the  IKth 
contains  a  long  article,  reviewing  the  crit- 
ical situation  of  the  South.  It  calls  upon 
the  Rebel  Government  to  place  every 
available  man  in  the  field,  to  revoke  all 
furloughs,  arrest  deserters,  and  impress 
an  army.  It  says  there  can  be  no  peace 
either  from  King  Cotton,  foreign  nations, 
or  the  Northwest.' 

It  attacks  Vallandlgham,  severely  de- 
claring that  he  has  voted  for  war  appro- 
priations, and  will  soon  stand  where  John 
Van  Buren  does  ;  that,  in  fact,  the  Union 
meetings  which  are  going  on  all  over  the 
North,  give  the  Federal  Administration 
six  months  more  tb  carry  on  the  war 
The  Enquirer  then  adds :  The  Confede- 
rates must  fight  or  submit ;  that  the  Con- 
federates must  be  told  that  the  Yankee 
nation  has  just  commenced  to  fight,  and 
we,  the  Confederates,  are  but  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  war,  &e.

FROM    MUBFREESBORO. 

Sitocial  Dispatch  to  the  St.  Paul  Vroj<i. 

Ml'RKREESBORO,  3Iarch  12. 

Particulars  of  the  Federal  victorj-  at 
Milton  says  Col.  Hall,  of  the  lOiith  Ohio, 
commanding  a  brigade  composed  of  de- 
tachments of  the  105th  Ohio,  101st,  2d, 
ISth  and  123d  Illinois,  and  a  section  of 
Capt.  Harris'  19th  Indiana  battery,  in 
all  about  1400  men,  were  attacked  by  the 
rebel  Generals  Morgan  and  Wheeler  with 
seven  regiments  of  cavalry  and  a  battery 
or  two  of  artillery.  Part  of  the  rebel 
cavalry  were  dismounted  and  attacked 
with  great  impetuosity,  but  were  repulsed 
at  every  point.  A  section  of  Capt.  Har- 
ris' battery  kept  up  a  most  effective  fire. 
The  rebels  were  enraged  at  its  execution, 
and  massing  two  or  three  regiments,  rush- 
ed upon  it  with  yells.  When  within  30 
yards  of  the  battery  the  101st  Indiana, 
who  lay  concealed,  opened  a  most  galling 
fire,  which  made  the  rebels  recoil  in  ter- 
ror, and  they  retreated  {fom  \he  field  in 
confusion. 

Forty  rebels  were  killed  and  150  wound- 
ed, and  20  prisoners  taken ;  also  40  stand 
of  arms.  Reinforcements  did  not  arrive 
until  after  the  battle  was  over,  but  in  time 
to  follow  up  the  enemy,  and  take  100 
prisoners. 

Morgan  has  been  disgfracefully  beaten 
at  last,  and  the  disaster  of  Thompson's 
Station  fully  wiped  out.

_  The  Commercial  has  the  following  spe- 
cial from  Washington,  23d: 

Encouraging  and  glorious  news  has 
reached  the  Navy  Department  from  Far- 
ragut's  fleet  on  the  Mississippi,  creating 
the  liveliest  satisfaction  at  the  White 
House  and  the  Departments. 

The  information  received  by  Mr. 
Welles  is  that  Admiral  Farragut  has 
safely  made  the  passage  by  Port  Hudson 
in  the  frigate  Hartford,  his  flag  ship,  with 
his  whole  fleet,  the  Mississippi  only  ex- 
cepted. The  last  named  vessel  got 
aground,  and  t>y  the  Admiral's  orders 
was  abandoned  and  destroyed. 

Xew  Vobk,  March  2.1. 

The  World  states  on  the  9th  a  small 
rebel  force  was  captured  six  miles  below 
Port  Hudson,  together  with  the  signal 
boa'  of  the  rebel  urmy. 

Gen.  Sherman  commamls  at  New  Or- 
leans in  the  absence  of  Banks.  A  large 
number  of  vagrant  negroes  have  been  ar- 
rested in  New  Orleans.  A  private  dis- 
patch from  New  f>rleans  says  Farragut 
passed  the  Port  Hudson  batteries  the 
night  of  the  14th  with  his  fleet.

SVPRE^flE  COITRT  OF  THE  DCAa

WAsiitSf;TON,  March  23. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of 
( 'olumbia  was  organized  to-day.  Pres- 
ent, .Justice  Carter,  and  Associates  Olin 
and  Wily.  II.  J.  Meigs  of  Tennessee, 
was  sworn  in  as  Clerk. 

Judge  Carter  addressed  the  meml>ers 
of  the  bar,  of  whom  a  large  number  were 
in  attendance,  saying,  among  other 
things,  that  this  being  a  new  court,  new 
rules  and  regulations  became   necessary. 

The  judges  after  consultation,  agreed 
to  require  the  oath  of  loyalty  as  enacted 
by  Congress  July  last,  to  be  taken  by  all 
the  practitioners  at  the  bar. 

This  was  not  from  any  spirit  of  caprice 
or  because  they  doubted  the  loyalty  of 
the  attorneys  ;  it  had  been  subscribed  to 
by  Senators  and  .Judges,  and  no  gentle- 
man could  decline  to  take  it.

.at  11  o'clock  with  his  fleet.  The  steamer 
Mississippi  ran  aground  and  was  aband- 
oned and  burned.  The  firing  on  both 
sides  was  rapid  and  severe. 

Our  army  is  within  five  miles  of  the 
enemy's  works.  Good  spirit  prevails  :  we 
are  bound  to  win.  Cavalry  skirmishing 
is  the  only  fighting  as  vet.

It  has  been  lor  some  time  obvious  that 
our  Generals  conducting  the    operations 
against  Vick»burg  hav }  regarded  an   as- 
sault upon  the  place  in  front  as  impracti- 
cable, and  that  they  have  act  about  devis- 
ing ways    and  means  for  turning   the  po- 
sition.    The  canals  projected  and  worked 
upon  with  this  purpose  are  three  in  num- 
ber— that  across  the  pt  niusula  in  front  of 
Vicksburg,    the   succeis  of  which   would 
give  us  access  to  and  t  le  command  of  the 
river  below  the  city  ;  tljat  at  I..ake  Provi- 
dence, leading  from  tl  e  Mississippi    into 
the  Tensas  River,  a  tri  hnUry  of  Ked  Kiv- 
cr  ;  and  that  of  Yazoo  Pass.     The  latter 
seems  to  be  the  most  successful  and  impor- 
tant.    Eight  miles  below  Helena,  Arkan- 
sas, and  on  the  opposi  e  side  of  the  river, 
and   very    close  to   it     is   a   little    lake, 
kuowa  as  Moon  lake,  which  is  lower  than 
than   the   surface   of   the    river   at    high 
water,    and  from    wh  ch   a  narrow   and 
deep     channel    leuls   to   the   Coldwater 
River,  which   takes  iti  rise  in  the  north- 
west counties  of  Miss  ssippi.  and   is  the 
principal  tributary   o!   the  Tallahatchie, 
which  pouring  into  th«  Yallabusha,  forms 
the  Yazoo,  which  emj  ties  into  the  Missis- 
sippi a  few  miles  above  Vicksburg.    The 
Coldwater,  Tallahatd  ie  and  Yazoo  Riv- 
ers run  through  the  richest  cotton  region 
of  the  State  ot  Missi.ssippi.     The  Yazoo 
Pas.s   enterprise  consisted   in   cutting   a 
canal  from  the  Mississippi  to  Moon  Lake, 
and   sending   such   a   volume   of    water 
through  Yazoo  Pass  that  steamers  could 
make   their  way  intt    Coldwater  River, 
and   thence   into   the  Yazoo,  taking  the 
rebel   works   on   the  Yazoo  in  the  rear. 
(Jive  u.s  the  command  of  the  Y'azoo  river 
and    we   could  obtain    a  foothold   on  the 
N'icksburg  ridge,  and  ake  the  city  by  reg- 
ular approaches  if  the  defenses  were  found 
too  formidable  lor  at  onning.

Cou>WATKR  RivKu,  March  3,  1863. 
— We  are  progressing  toward  our  deati- 
nation,  though  slowly.  To-day  we  have 
made  about  six  miles  down  stream,  and 
are  now  catching  breath  after  this  rapid 
locomotion,  preparatory  to  an  early  start 
to-morrow  morning. 

The  Coldwater  River  is  but  a  slight 
improvement  on  the  Yazoo  Pass.  It  is 
a  tride  wider,  it  is  true  —so  wide,  in  fact, 
that  the  branches  seldom  meet  above  it — 
but  in  other  respects  we  have  gained 
nothing,  so  far  as  ease  ol  navigation  is 
concerned.  ,  . 

In  my  last  I  made  a  slight  mistake  m 
mentioning  the  reinforcements  we  had  re- 
ceived. .  I  mentioned  two  gunboats  and 
one  ram  as  having  arrived  at  the  rear  of 
our  line.  The  numbers  should  be  re- 
versed. The  gunboat  Petrel  and  rams 
Lioness  and  Fulton  have  joined  us  and 
been  placed  at  the  head  ol  the  line— the 
Petrel  as  an  advance  guard  and  to  pick  up 
cotton,  with  which  to  make  additional 
barricades  for  the  light-draught  gunboats. 
Our  force  has  also  been  increased  by 
the  arrival  of  two  moi  tar-boats.  The 
huge  200-pound  shells  thrown  by  these 
monsters,  added  to  the  heavy  melal  we 
are  prepared  to  throw  in  unlimited  quan- 
tities from  sundry  nine  and  eleven-inch 
guns,  will  have  a  startling  effect  on  the 
nerves  of  the  quiet  people  of  Yazoo  City. 
These  mortar-boats,  with  the  rams,  bring 
our  little  expedition  up  to  formidable  di- 
mensions'. 

If  anv  anxious  anticipations  were  pre- 
viously' indulged  in.  growing  out  of  the 
daring  and  almost  reckless  char- 
acter of  this  movement,  they  have 
been  entirely  dispelled  by  these  re- 
inforcements', and  wc  now  are  all  in  ex- 
cellent spirits,  anil  have  not  the  .slightest 
doubt  in  our  ability  to  pa.*is  through  the 
Yazoo  river  despite  any  obstacle  the  ene- 
my may  oppose  to  us. 

CoLDW.vTKU  RivKit,  March  ;,'5. — I  can 
report  but  little  progress  since  my  last. 
We  have  dropped  about  twenty  miles 
further  down  the  stream,  but  have  failed 
to  discover  a  building  or  a  clearing  to 
relieve  the  monotony  of  an  unbroken 
wilderness.  The  stream  widens  a  little 
as  we  advance,  but  our  boats  seem  to 
suffer  more  damage  than  thoy  did  iu  the 
pass,  owing  to  the  efforts  made  to  crowd 
them  forward.  We  expect  to  be  in  the 
Tallahatchie  to-morrow,  when  wc  shall 
doubtless  begin  to  make  progress  in 
eaniest.  We  liave  received  no  en'elli- 
gence  ol  any  kind  as  yet  Irom  in  front  ol 
us,  having  ieen  po  living  being  to  talk 

with.

In  what  spirit  the    Southern  rebels  re- 
gard the  Peace  Democrats  of  the  N'ortli, 
the   subjoined  letter  will  testify.

The  Yazoo  Pass  ei  terpriie  is  certainly 
one  of  the  mo.st   diffi'mlt  and   hazardous 
ever  undertaken.    Tie  expedition  launcli- 
ed  upon  the  Coldwatt  r  river  has  no  means 
of  retreat.     It  must  j;o  through  triumph- 
antly or  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 
If  it  succeeds,  the  fall    ol   Vicksburg  be- 
comes a  mere   question  of  time,  as   our 
troops  will  exchange  the   marshy    border 
of  the  Mississippi  fo  •  high   ground,   and 
will  actually  invest  the   place.

Tlie  Rubicon  is  { assed.  Three  and  a 
half  days  of  most  tedious,  vexatious, 
bothersome,  troublesome  and  damaging 
steamboating  has  brought  the  expedition 
twenty  miles  on  its  way,  and  diKclosed  to 
its  view  the  end  of  the  now  famous  Yazoo 
Pass. 

I  have  passed  thi*ough  it  from  one  end 
to  the  other,  and  t  assert  candidly  that 
there  is  not  througl  out  its  entire  length  a 
piece  two  hundre*!  teet  long  of  perfectly 
straight  river.  The  orders  under  which 
this  expedition  moved  required  ti»at  boats 
should  keep  three  hundred  yards  apart; 
but  there  was  no  place  to  be  found  in  the 
whole  stream  wheie  they  could  see  one- 
third  of  this  distance  lUiead  or  behind 
them. 

The  stream  itself  is  never  to  exceed  * 
hundred  feet  in  br  vdth,  and  frequently 
not  more  than  fifty  or  seventy-fivo.  Over 
this  the  timber  fon  is  a  most  perfect  arch, 
frequently,  as  gooii  fortune  would  bit^vc^ 
it,  so  high  as  to  ad  nit  the  cas^r  passage  of 
the  tall  smoke-stacks  beneath  it. 

The  total  length  of  the  pass  from  the 
Mississippi  to  thi;  Coldwater  River  is 
twenty  miles.  From  the  Mississippi  to 
the  east  side  of  M  oon  Lake,  where  the 
pass  proper  commences,  is  called  eight 
miles,  leaving  the  distance  from  Moon 
Lake  to  the  Coldw  iter  twelve  miles.  We 
left  the  lake  on  Wednesday  morning,  the 
2f)th  inst.,  and  rea  :bed  the  Coldwater  this 
afternoon  just  aft«  r  dinner,  making  the 
trip  in  exactly  three  days  and  a  half,  I 
say  we  are  through.  Our  boat  is  the 
fourth  in  the  line.  It  is  through,  and 
those  behind  it  are  struggling  along.  We 
exi>ect  they  will  g  ;t  through,  because  wc 
have  gone'before  them  and  demonstrated 
that  the  thing  can  be  done.  The  road 
behind  us  must  cvrtainly  be  easier  than 
we  found  it.  Wc  have  made  a  route  our- 
selves by  ehoppinfj  down  trees,  cutting 
away  overhanging  branches,  dislodging 
huge  rafts  of  heavy  driftwood,  and  forcing 
our  own  boat  throjgh, 

Coldwater  Rivku,  March  1,  1803. 
— The  boats  have  ill  arrived  iu  the  Cold- 
water,  and  we  arc  ready  to  rush  forward 
again  in  the  moruiog,  according  to  orders 
already  issued,  ^-ome  of  the  vessels  look 
pretty'  hard.  The  gunboat  Romeo  has 
both  her  chimneys  carried  away.  The 
tender  Bayard  has  a  hole  in  her  hull. 
All  of  them  have  <  heir  upper  works  bad- 
ly torn  to  pieces,  and  their  wheels  more 
or  less  damaged ;  but  none  are  so  badlpr 
injured  as  to  affect  their  working  quali- 
ties materially.  We  shall  start  forward 
at  daylight  in  the  aaoming.

An  immense  Union  meeting  was  held

The  number  ol  "skedaddlers,"  as  they 
are  familiarly  called — ^men  who  run  away 
Ironi  the  United  States  to  escape  draft — 
is  daily  increasing  in  Windsor,  though 
for  the  honor  of  Michigan,  we  are  happy 
to  say,  they  are  by  no  means  all  from  this 
State,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Wisconsin,  and 
even  Iowa  present  their  full  share.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  arc  now  in  Windsor 
over  four  hundred  of  thiie  scapegraces. 
Some  of  the  Windsor  citizens  estimate 
the  number  as  high  as  a  thousand.  There 
are  also  a  large  number  at  Amhertsburg, 
Sandwich,  Chatham,  and  scattered 
through  every  sentlement  on  the  frontier. 
The  public  houses  in  Windsor  are  all 
filled  to  the  utmost  capacity,  and  all  the 

Erivate  houses,  heretofore  unoccupied, 
ave  been  taken,  and  are_filled  with  this 
class  of  people,  who  live  upon  cold 
meals  and  sleep  upon  the  floor.  Most  of 
them  have  a  little  money — some  of  them 
well  supplied — but  the  great  majority  are 
men  of  slender  means,  and  are  anxiously 
seeking  employment,  bot  few  of  them 
being  able  to  obtain  it. 

A  great  many  offer  to  worlj  for  fifty 
cents  a  day  and  board  themselves,  whilst 
others  agree  te  work  merelv  for  their 
board.  A  gentleman  of  Windsor  having 
occasion  to  make  some  improvements  on 
his  premises  hired  six  carpenters  and 
joiners,  agreeing  to  give  them  six  shillings 
a  day,  and  wait  one  month  for  their  pay. 
Tb/:y  were  glad  to  close  the  bargain.  But 
the  great  body  of  them  are  unable  to  earn 
thp  srU  used  in  their  porridge.  An  in- 
telligent Canadian  tola  us  to-day,  that 
not  less  than  fouj  or  five  thousand  of  the 
runaways  bad  crossed  over  our  ferries 
during  the  past  two  months.  As  a  gen- 
eral thing,  they  are  orderly,  and  the 
Windsor  people  have  no  cause  to  com- 
plain, so  long  4>  their  j^uests  are  in  funds 
and  pay  their  board  bills  promptly. 

It  would  require  no  Gait,  Spurzheim 
or  Fowler  to  show,  by  incontestable  phre- 
nolodcal  tests,  the  cowardly  character  of 
the  God-lorsakeu  prowd.  (Dowardioe  is 
marked  in  every  lineament  of  their  faces. 
They  despise  themselves ;  they  are  hear- 
tily despised  by  the  Canadians,  and  they 
are  despisp4  »•»!  detested  by  their  own 
countrymen.

We  have  had  various  reports  concern- 
ing the  Indianola,  some  stating  that  she 
was  destroyed  and  others  denying  it. 
The  following  statement  from  the  Vicks- 
burg Whig  of  the  oth  ini>t.«  seems  to  set- 
tle the  matter : 

"We  stated  a  day  or  two  since  that  we 
would  notenlighten  our  readers  in  regard 
to  a  matter  which  was  puzzling  them 
very  much  We  alluded  to  the  loss  of 
the  gunboat  Indianola,  recently  captured 
from  the  enemy.  We  were  loath  to  ack- 
nowledge she  had  been  destroyed,  but 
such  is  the  case. 

The  Yankee  barge  sent  down  the  river 
last  week  was  reported  to  be  an  iron-clad 
gunboat.  The  authorities  thinking  that 
this  monster  would  retake  the  Indianola. 
immediately  issued  an  order  to  blow  her 
up.  The  order  was  sent  down  by  a  cou- 
rier to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  vessel. 
A  few  hours  afterwards  another  order 
was  sent  down  countermanding  the  first, 
it  being  ascertained  that  tlte  monstrous 
craft  was  only  a  coal  boat ;  but  before  it 
reached  the  Indianola,  she  had  been  blown 
to  atoms — not  even  a  gun  was  saved. 
Who  is  to  blame  lor  this  folly — this  pre- 
cipitancy ?

To  place"  them  in  eonfinemeiU 
will  require  guards,  and  necessarily  di- 
miniiihours.  Von  will  determine  in  each 
particular  case  wliicli  will  he  mo»t  .advan- 

tagi'ous. 

We  have  sufleretl  ver>  severely  Irom 
this  class,  and  it  is  time  the  laws  of  war 
should  he  more  vigorously  enlorce<l 
a'^ainst  them.  A  broad  line  of  distuic- 
tion  must  be  drawn  between  friends  and 
enemies,  loval  and  disloyal. 

The  lorcgoing  remarks  have  reference 
onlv  lo  the  military  status  and  to  milita- 
ry offenses  under  the  laws  of  war,  They 
are  not  applicable  to  civil  olVeiiscH  under 
the  Constitution  and  general  law-*  of  the 
land.  The  laws  and  usages  ot  civilized 
war  must  be  vour  guide  in  the  treatment 
of  all  classes  of  persons  in  the  country 
in  which  vour  army  may  operate,  or 
which  it  may  occupy,  and  you  will  be 
permitted  to' decide  for  yourself  when  it 
IS  best  to  act  with  ri;;or  and  when  best  to 
be  more  lenient.  You  wijl  not  he  tram- 
meled with  minute  instructions.

Such  persons,  as  long  as  they 
commit  no  hostile  act,  and  confine  them- 
selves to  their  pri\  ate  avocationu.  are  not 
to  be  molested  by  the  militarv  forces,  nor 
is  their  property  t  >  be  seized  except  aa  a 
military  necessity.  They  however,  are 
subject  to  forced  1<  ans  and  military  requi- 
sitions, and  theii  houses  to  billets  for 
soldiers^  quarters  a  nd  to  appropriation  for 
other  temporary  military  use.  Subject 
to  these  imiiositiona,  the  non-combatant 
inhabitants  of  a  district  militarily  occu- 
pied by  one  of  the  belligerents  are 
entitled  to  the  iniiitary  protection  of 
the  occupying  forces.  But  while  en- 
titled to  such  protection  they  incur  very 
serious  obligationt — obligations  differing 
in  some  respects  from  tbo.se  of  civil  alle- 
giance but  equally  binding.  For  e.\am- 
ple,  those  who  ri.ve  in  arms  against  the 
oecupying  army,  or  against  the  authoritv 
established  by  the  same,  arc  war  rebefs 
or  military  traitor  1,  and  incur  the  penalty 
of  death.  They  are  not  eniitled  to  be 
considered  prisoners  of  war  when  cap- 
tured. Their  pro  perty  ia  vubjcct  to  mili- 
tary seizure  and  military  eonfiiication. 
Military'  treason  of  this  kind  is  broadly 
distinguished  fron  the  treason  defined  in 
constitutional  am  statutory  laws,  and 
made  punishable  I  y  the  civil  courts.  Mil- 
itary treason  is  a  military  offense,  pun- 
ishable by  the  con^mon  law.  Again,  per- 
sons belonging  to  such  occupied  territory 
and  within  the  mi'itary  lines  of  the  occu- 
pying forcea,  caa  give  no  information  to

Gkntlkmev  ;— I  have  the  honor  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  the  document

AVhil',;  I  feel  duly  grateful  for  the  confi- 
dence manifested  by  you  in  my  man.ige- 
ment  of  military  affairs  in  this  District, 
and  for  the  kind  expressions  of  regard  for 
myself  personally,  it  is  nevertheless  true, 
that  I  rather  dreaded  than  desired  to  b^ 
placed  in  a  position,  by  th©  act  of  the 
President,  ^yh^'rc  \  ii;ust  promptly  accept 
or  decline  the  honorable  station  to  which 
he  has  so  repeatedly  nominated  me.  It 
has  been  neither  by  my  suggestion,  nor 
at  my  solicitation,  that  I  was  orlginaHj' 
named  lor  the  post,  nor  have  I  since  made 
any  efTort  to  retain  it,  or  to  secure  a  con- 
firmation by  the  Senate.  Indeed,  the  de- 
ranged state  of  my  private  affairs,  which 
have  been  aliiio.it  totally  neglected  for 
many  months,  apart  from  any  other  con- 
sideration, affbrdod  a  verv*  strong  rea^ion 
against  my  remaining  longer  in  the  ser- 
vice. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  recognize  the 
right  of  the  country  to  its  full  e.xtent,  to 
call  upon  any  one  of  its  citizens  to  per*

gard  the  general  sentiment  of  my  State, 
as  signified  by  the  uuaniinous  resolutions 
of  the  Legislature  asking  for  my  confirma- 
tion, and  by  the  representations  of  nu- 
merous private  citizens.  I  shall  there- 
fore dispatch  to  the  militarv-  authorities  at 
Washington,  my  respectful  acceptance 
of  the  position  to  which  the  President  has 
generously  seen  fit  to  reassign  mc. 

It  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  make 
knuwn  the  plans  of  tlie  contemplated  cam- 
paign against  the  hostUe  Sioux.  But  I 
can  state  without  any  impropriety,  that 
the  Major-Gcneral  commanding  the  De- 
partment has  given  mc  the  most  cheering 
assurances  of  support  in  their  prosecu- 
tion, and  manifests  a  determination  to 
bring  this  war  with  the  savages  to  a 
speeily  conclusion,  by  the  employment  of 
all  the  means  at  Itis  disposal. 

The  proposed  expedition  will  be  a  te- 
dious and  laborious  one  to  all  connected 
with  it,  but  with  the  aid  of  the  gallant 
regiments  under  my  commaud,  composed 
of  our  own  citizens,  all  of  whom,  officers 
and  soldiers  alike,  are  anxious  to  take 
the  field,  I  humbly  trust  that  enough  will 
be  accomplished  during  the  coming  sea- 
son, to  insure  the  frontier  against  any 
danger  from  Indian  forays  hereafter,  and 
to  relieve  entirely  the  apprehensions  of 
our  citizens.

—  A  Mr.  Pierson  of  Hull,  England,  a 
millionaire,  and  one  of  the  magnates  of 
his  section,  thought  to  add  to  his  fortune 
by  rnnning  our  blockade.

— Major-Gcneral  Irwin  McDowell  hav- 
ing been  appointed  President  of  the  Court 
of  Inquiry  soon  to  sit  in  St.  Louis,  ar- 
rived there  from  Cincinnati  yesterday 
morning,  and  took  rooms  at  the  Plant- 
ers' Hotel. 

— Yesterday  negotiations  which  have 
been  in  progress  for  the  past  two  weeks 
were  concluded,  and  to-day  Mr.  Patrick 
Robb,  late  of  the  Sioux  City  Register, 
becomes  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Du- 
bu<iue  Herald.

The  -Vssembly  concurred  with  the  Sen- 
ate in  voting  to  disavow  and  rescind  the 
State  rights  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Legi.olatures  of  1859  as  being  substan- 
tially the  same  as  the  Kentucky  resolu- 
tions of  1798,  and  endorped  by  the  dem- 
ocratic party  in  National  and  .State  con- 
ventions, and  explained  and  construed  in 
aid  of  secession  and  rebellion. 

All  the  Democrats  and  two  Republi- 
cans voted  against  re£cin<ling  the  resolu- 
tions. 

When  the  resolutions  of  1859  were 
adopted  most  of  the  republicans  io  the 
Legislature  voted  for,  and  most  of  the 
democrats  against  it. 

The  disagreement  as  to  the  preamble 
bas  prevented  their  rescinding  it  till  now 
though  an  attempt  has  been  made  every 
winter.  Times  change,  and  men  change 
with  them. 

A  soldier  asked  Gen.  Clark  if  he  had 
called  Gen.  Rosecrans  a  scoundrel,  cow- 
ard, and  villain. 

Clark  replied  that  he  had,  and  the  sol- 
dier would  agree  with  him  if  he  ever  was 
placed  under  bis  command. 

The  soldier  replied  that  he  had  been  in 
the  army  now  under  him  two  years,  and 
then  branded  Clark  as  a  liar,  coward  and 
damned  traitor.

Col.  Ludlow,  the  commissioner  for  ex- 
change of  prisoners,  arrived  here  to-day, 
and  made  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
War.  He  bas  succeeded  after  much 
labor  in  getting  all  citizens  released  and 
exchange<i.  The  rebel  authorities  tried 
veiy  hard  to  force  many  of  these  prison- 
ers into  their  service. 

Col.  Ludlow  confirms  the  reports  of 
great  distress  existing  in  Richmond,  and 
other  parts  of  the  South  for  want  of  food.

The  recent  action  of  Congress  in  regard 
to  the  re-eulistment  of  the  two  years' 
men,  whose  term  expires  this  spring,  is 
attracting  some  attention  in  the  regiments . 
Among  the  first  to  take  action  is  the  30th 
N.  Y,,  one  of  Hatch's  "  Iron  Brigade," 
who  have  done  honor  to  themselves  and 
State  on  the  Rappahannock,  at  Gaines- 
ville, Bull  Run,  South  Mountain,  Antie- 
tam  and  Fredericksburg.  Col.  Searing 
on  Saturday  presented  to  Gen.  Halleck 
a  paper,  signed  by  every  officer  on  duty 
with  the  regiment,  excepting  one,  stating 
that  they  had  consulted  with  their  men. 
and  if  they  could  be  sent  home  about  the 
1st  of  April,  which  is  a  month  before  their 
term  expires,  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
regiment  would  re-enlist  for  the  war,  and 
recruit  their  ranks  to  the  maximum  num- 
ber. The  paper  will  probably  be  laid 
before  the  President  and  Secretarj-  of 
War.  There  is  much  esprit  du  corps  in 
the  30th  as  well  as  other  regiments,  and 
their  officers  and  men  would  prefer  to 
enlist  in  a  body  without  bounty,  rather 
than  go  into  other  regiments  with  the 
highest  bounties. — .iV.

TiiK  CifiirKw  <  Ho  vx.— The  St.  Cloud 
Democrat  gives  the  following  sequel  to 
the  story  of  Chippew.i  depredations  pub- 
lished by  ns  the  other  day : 

The  Indian  scare  in  Sank  Centre  did 
not  amount  to  mne'i.  The  woman,  on 
examination,  seemed  mxious  to  clear  the 
Indians,  alleging  that  the  man  who  threat- 
ened her  were  four  other  Indians,  though 
she  recognized  one  >f  fheiu  as  having 
been  iu  her  house  the  day  before,  but 
without  molesting  her.  There  is  consid- 
erable discrepancv  ill  herstorj'.  Those 
who  went  down  with  Lieut.  Freeman  are 
confident  that  no  oth>T  Indians  had  been 
at  the  house.  It  is  supposed  that  she 
was  afraid  to  give  ev  dence  against  them. 
The  Indians  themselves  showed  consid- 
erable anxiety  durinj.'  the  examination. 

To-day,  again,  •  her  reports  come  of 
a  large  Vjodyof  Indians  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood. The  accounts  vary  from  one 
hundred  to  two  hunilred,  probably  very 
much  exaggerated.  Capt.  Taylor  goes 
down  this  morning  w  th  about  twenty -five 
men  to  look  into  it.  If  he  should  bring 
back  more  prisoners  they  will  be  useful 
in  assisting  in  builiing  the  stockade. 
Those  here  already  are  making  themselves 
useful  in  chopping  «  ood,  and  a  few  more 
of  the  same  sort  would  be  ({uite  accepta- 
ble. I  doubt  very  much  whether  there 
is  any  imminent  danger — but  nobotly 
knows.  P.

It  is  likely  that  deserters,  who  have  so 
long  been  estray  ami  treated  so  leniently, 
have   come  to  imagine  that  nothing  more 
severe    than   very   earnest  coaxing  is  to 
happen   them,    and   that  tjie  President's 
proclamation  given  them  until  the  first  of 
.\pril  '.o  report  thenselves  an<l  fall  in  their 
places   in   the   army,    is   meaningless  as 
fcome  general  orders  on  the  subject.    Hut 
they  arc  mistaken.     The  time  approaches 
when  deserters  will  be  tlealt  with  harshly. 
The   people   are  greatly  interested,  that 
they   may   lighten    the   coining  conscrip- 
tion, in  returning   all  deserters,  and  they 
will  be  hunted  up  and  down  with  a  rtdent- 
less  rigor  for  which  they  are  not  prepared, 
and    they    will  be  punished    in  a    way 
that  willbe  as  novel  as  effective.     Here- 
tofore it  has  been    impossible  to  shoot   a 
deserter  witliout  submitting   his    case   to 
the  President,  and  the  President  has  been 
tender-hearted  and  the  sneaks   have   not 
been  shot.     The  commanders  of  depart- 
ments are  now  authorized  to  shoot  deseit- 
ers,  and  the   shooting  will  commence  next 
mouth   in  earnest.      There    is  no   doubt 
about  if.     The  g;3norals  commanding  de- 
partments will  make   examples   of  thosu 
who  may  be  convicte«l.     Now,  if  the  de- 
s»rters  do  not  wish  to  be  hunted  and  shot 
they  shouhl  make  the  best   time   possible 
In  reat'hing  the  rendezvous  appointed  for 
them.     It  is  all  nonsense  to   suppose  the 
little  squads  of  butternuts  about  the  coun- 
try  who  are  talking   of  affording  protec- 
tion to  the  deserter  can  do  any  thing   of 
the  sort.     They   wjU   be   killed   off    like 
mail  dogs  if  thev  interfere.

Under  the  call  for  ,S(X),UOO  men  for 
three  years,  made  in  July  last.  lo.OCMi 
were  assigned  to  Massachusetts  ;  and  un- 
der the  call  for  ;5<K),00<>  men  for  nine 
months,  made  in  August  last,  19,080.

In  several  papers  I  find  a  telegraphic 
dispatch  from  Nashville,  purporting  to 
give  an  explanation  of  the  reason  why  1 
am  on  my  way  to  Europe. 

I  have  a  boy,  who — Ciod  forgive  him — 
18  a  Colonel  or  Major  in  the  rebel  army 
He  was  badly  wounded  in  the  battle  of 
Murfreesboro,  and  was  reported  danger- 
ously so,  but  he  was   not  taken  prisoner. 
His    mother   hastened  to  Nashville,  and 
was  kindly   permitted  to  pass  both  lines, 
the  rebels  being,   no  doubt,  unwilling  to 
refuse  to   one  of  their  own  gallant  and 
sorely  wounded  officers  the  advantages  of 
a  motlierV  ministrations.     When  she  re- 
turns',  she   brought  nie  a  brief,    ana;  of 
course,  unsealed   letter   from    our    son. 
The   author    of    the   Nashville    dispatch 
thinks  that,  in  all   probability,  tlu'  young 
man   apprized   me  of  a   projected  rebel 
invasbn  of  Kentucky,  and  that  I  set  out 
lor  Europe  sonu'  weeks  afterward  in  con- 
sequence of  the  information  thus  obtained. 
Now,  when  1  state,  as  I  here  do  emphat- 
ically,   that    1    liave   at  no   time    had  the 
slightest  thought  of  going  to  Europe,  antl 
that  I  left  home  on  important  family  bus- 
iness, and  shall  be  again  at  my  post  after 
less  tlian  three  weeks'  absence  from  it,  the 
public  can   properly  appreciate  the  char- 
acter of  the  dispatch,  if  not  of  its  autlior. 
I  scorn   such   flippant  and    apparently 
malignant  calumnicH  upon  myself  and  my 
family.     I  do  not   know   what  there  has 
been'in  my  public  course  to  indicate  that 
I  would  withhold  from  the  friends  of  the 
Union,  for  even  a  sjnglcday  or  hour,  any 
information  I  might  have  of  i^  contempla- 
ted irruption  oftlu^  rebels  into  Jientucky, 
or  any  other  State,  or  that,  if  I  were  to 
leave'  home   on  account  of  apprehended 
danger,  I  should  be  so  frightened   as  to 
flv  all  the  way  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
itlstead  of  stopping  at  some   less  remote 
point  of  safety.    If  at  any  time  the  rebels 
shall  atUmpt'  to  take  Louisdlle,    when 
there  are  troops  there  to  defend  it,  I  will 
aid  in  the  defense.     If  there  be  no  cjjance 
of  any  defense,  I  wiUgo  somewhere  else, 
but   o>ven   then,  i  trust    I  ahajl   stop  this 
side  of  the  end  of  the  world. 

I  would  not  be  a  boa.steT,  but  I  will  say 
that  if  I  were  to  be  slandered  only  by 
those  who  have  labored  for  the  glorious 
cause  of  the  Union  as  devotedly,  atvl  ;n 
defiance  of  as  great  temptations  and  djinr 
gers  as  I  have,  I  should  be  likely  to  pass 

unscathed.

The    Battle'Vleld    of   Mtoae    River. 

Parson   lirownlow   writes   from  Nash- 
vilb,  to  the  I'hiladelphia  Fress  : 

I  have  just  returned  from  Murfreesboro 
where  I  spent  two  days  In  ridiog  through 
the  vast  encampments  of  our  troops,  and 
over  the  late  battle-ground.     I  traversed 
about  five  miles  in  extent  of  the  battle- 
ground,  first  in   the  fields,   and  then  in 
tiie  woods  among  the  cedars  and  timbers 
where  much  hard  fighting  was  done.   No 
man  at  a  distance,  and  only  receiving  the 
newspaper  accounts,  can  form  any  idea 
of  the  number  of  (J^a*!  horses  and  mul,c8 
upon  the  ground.     Their  names  are  le- 
gion.    They  are  often  piled  up,  one  upon 
another— soauj  shot  through  the  body, 
some  through  the  neck,  others  with  heads 
and  legs  shot  off.     But  all  are  in  a  won- 
derful state  of  preservation,  though  lying 
on  the  field  more  tkui  two  months. 

The  trees  are  peppered  with  bullets  for 
miles,  the  twigs  are  cut  off,  and  many 
trees  are  cut  off  at  points  ranging  from 
five  to  thirty  feet  from  the  ground.  Large 
trees,  of  sixe  suflicient  to  make  saw-logs, 
where  the  cannon-balls  struck  tliem  fair- 
Iv.  they  pasticd  clear  through,  and  day- 
light can  bo  seen  through  as  om!  rides 
along.  Cannon-balls  are  to  be  seen  all 
along  the  line,  and  shells  that  failed  to 
exploile.  In  other  instances,  pieces  of 
shells  are  ujion  the  ground,  and  among 
the  cedars  I  handled  them. 

The  graves  of  the  dead  are  to  be  seen 
everywhere,  in  untold  numbers.  The 
head-boards  of  single  graves  indicate  who 
many  of  them  are,  giving  names,  regi- 
ments, and  residences.  Among  the  rebel 
graves  I  found  the  name  of  a  relative  of 
a\y  vifo,  a  Captain  of  Artiller}-,  from 
Alabama,  killed  in  tlip  fight  of  the  30th 
of  December.  In  many  instances  ditches 
were  dug,  aud  from  seventy-five  to  one 
hundred  men  packed  Into  a  ditch.  The 
dirt  ujion  many  of  these  is  only  a  few 
inches  deep,  and  in  some  instanc  is  hands 
and  feet  are  sticking  out.  The  greatest 
sight  to  be  seen  is  that  in  front  of  where 
General  Rosecrans  massed  his  artillery, 
say  Qiw  hwndred  and  twenty  guns.  Dead
